THE SCHOOL H0Altl> MEETING. 


SHORT CRITICISM OF THE PUllI.lC PROPERTY 
COMMITTEE, 


1 


At a meeting of the Board Wednesday 
evening, Mr. E. s. Converse presided ami 
Mr. Fisher Ames was elected Secretary pro 
tern. Mayor Kimball and Messrs. PhilLrick 
and Ilagar were absent. The reading of the 
records was necessarily deferred. 

There being no papers from the city 
council, Mr, Walton brought forward the 
matter of an assistant teacher in West 
Newton. Mr. Warren, the master of the 
Pierce School, b id in addition to his own 
class .of forty, the supervision of t »ur 
schools, numbering seven hundred pupils. 
It was very desirable that ho have an as- 
sistant for one day in the week, at a cost 
not to exceed 812.00a mouth. Mr. Warren’s 
work was increased by Superintendent 
Etnei son’s illness. 

Mr. Dickinson did not understand why 
the master had to superintend the other 
schools in the distriet. In explanation, 
Air. Walton said that the master had to 
see the parents, to assist in the discipline 
ot the schools, to adjust promotions and to 
arrange for study. It was not designed 
that lie .should supercede the Superinten- 
dent, but simply supplement his work. 

The Superintendent, said Mr. Ames, had 
often spoken of the need ot help in Ward 
3, where then- were four school houses and 
seven hundred pupils. It was nccc.ss.iry 
for Mr. Warren to be in these several 
schools occasionally, but at present lie 
could not do so as his own class of forty 
demanded all bis time and attention. 

in Ward 2 there are four grammer school 
masters, ami a smaller number of pupils 
than in Ward 3. In Ward 0 the arrange- 
ment of schools is more central, yet an as- 
sistant is needed there also. The appoint- 
ment was simply a temporary matter, until 
the .Superintendent could recommend some 
plan. The order was passed. 

Mr. Walton recommended Miss Martha 
A. Dix, who has studied in tlio Normal 
Art School and shown her capacities as a 
teacher in the Night School, 

Dr. Shinn thought the selection of Miss 
Dix would be a wise one, as she has shown 
by her work in the Night School that 
she can teach other branches in addition 
to drawing. 

Miss Dix was appointed and the nutter 
of salary was ictcrrcd to the t'oiuuiitlec 


on Salaries, the amount not to exceed 
$12.00 a month. 

The resignation of Capt. Brown as 
military instructor at the High School was 
received and accented. 

A communication from Mr. Lnffie, the 
Truant Officer, was read, stating that the 
total number of complaints of truancy had 
been seventeen; of these six were once re- 
ported, two twice, and one five times. The 
latter had been sent from the city by bis 
parents and would cause no more trouble. 
Six habitual truants were on probation, but 
none had been sentenced. To this commu- 
nication was appended a letter from the 
truant school at Lawrence, saying that no 
more could be received for six months at 
least. 

Mr. Barton introduced an order directing 
tbo secretary to notify the City Council 
that there was imperative need of a new 
school building at Thompson ville. Mr. 
Barton said that the committee ba/l acted 
on the matter in the spring, and that the 
City Council had purchased the land but 
bad done nothing further. The present 
school house, the old Baptist chapel, was 
unfit for use, and the committee should 
call the attention of the City Council to 
the matter again. A small building only 
was needed, at a cost of $<5000 or $7000. 

Dr. Shinn remarked that in the matter 
of repairs the City Council was very 
negligent. The order was then passed. 

A communication signed by Misses 
Worcester, Davis, Underhill and Johnson, 
the teachers of French in the High school, 
was read requesting a change in the French 
course, and the addition of several new 
text books in order to better meet the re- 
quirements for entrance: also requesting 
that four instead of three hours a week be 
given to French in the senior class. 

A communication from Miss Worcester, 
the German teacher, was received of the 
the same import as the letter concerning 
French. Both letteis were referred to the 
committees on High School and text books. 

Dr. Shinn presen tod a petition from 
Smith, Green & Markham of the High 
School, praying for the use of a room for 
the Lyceum. He moved the petition be 
granted, which was done, after the inser- 
tion of a proviso suggested by Mr. Walton 
and acquiesced in by Dr. Shinn, that some 
one of the teachers be present at the meet- 
ings. 

Dr. Shinn reported that the committee 
on Evening Schools had found it impossi- 
ble to use the Lincoln School for the Night 
School, as the room formerly used was used 
by the primary classes of the day school, 
and of course the desks were too small for 
adults. It had been suggested that several 
schools be formed in different sections of 
the city, hut until it is evident that the dif- 
ferent schools are desired, the committee 
ask permission to use Eliot School 
and remove thereto the cas fixtures now in 
the Lincoln building. The permission was 
granted. 

A number of test books desired by 
teachers in the High School as reference 
books were ordered. 

A request that A. J. Hawkes be atttf%jd 
to attend the High School as a special 
student was referred to committee on High 
School. 


HAD CONDITION OF SCHOOL HOUSES. 

Mr. Frost said the condition of the school 
houses at the beginning of the school year 
was deplorable. Take the Prospect School 
for instance. When the master arrived on 
the opening morning this year he found 
the painters at work and doing their work 
badly too. Every thing was covered with 
paint. At Newton Highlands to-duv the 
the school building is all torn up. lie had 
no doubt that other members could tell the 
j same story about their district-, worse per- 
haps. The people blamed the school commit- 
tee, hut the public property committee was to 
blame. Another year he hoped the supervision 
would be earlier aud more perfect. Therefore he 
moved that the secret an* notify the City Uouucil 
that the hoard had found tlio buildings in bad con- 
dition at the beginning of the year, aud that it 
would like to know the reason* and what is the 
remedy. 

In reply to a question. Mr. Dickiusou said that 
it was the duty of the city to keep the schools iu 
repair, but if they neglected to do so it became 
the duty of the school hoard. It eouid not build a 
new -ehool hut could hire suitable loom? or repair 
buildings. 

Mr. Stoue remarked that he had requested the 
chairman of the public property committee to do 
some work, a number of times, aud that i: should 
have been finished long ago, but would take two 
weeks longer, lu regard to the Thouip-ouville 
school, the chairman of the public property cotu* 
mittce had requested several architects to draw 
I plans of this two-room building !

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 


TIIK STREET RAILWAY HEARING BKPOHK 
THE HOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

The Hoard of Aldermen met Mondny 
evening. Mayor Kimball presiding, and all 
the members present. The Streot Railway 
hearing was the special attraction, and 
about a dozen moro or less interested 
citizens appeared. 

Mr. II. B. Parker, tho president of tho 
Btreet railway company, was tho first 
speaker, and explained briefly tho plans of 
tho road, tho location asked for, and other 
matters, which had been given at greater 
length at former bearings. 

Mr. E. H. Pierce spoko against tho pro- 
posed turn out on Washington street, ns 
being injurious to the street, and dnngerous 
in a portion of the street where thcro was 
ro much travel. He said tho abuttors on 
Walnut street were opposed to any turn 
out botwcon Cabot streot and the railroad, 
ns there was scarcoly another streot in the 
city where there was so much travel. Tho 
proposed turn out was in front of tho 
Clafiin school and would take up tho whole 
road bed. It was not absolutely necessary 
to have a turn out there, .as it might bo 
placed above Cabot stroet, or on the hill, 
where it WQuld bo less of a nuisance. As 
the plan of tho road was not at hand to bo 
Bhown at tho meeting, lie thought the 
hearing should be adjourned to another 
time, when tho plan could be exhibited. 

Mr. Wm. E. Webster said that if, as the 
President of tho road had stated, this 
was only a formal hearing, there was not 
much use in his saying anything, but 
possibly he had exceeded the facts, and the 
matter was still open for discussion. Last 
year the subject was fully discussed, but 
he would simply oppose the location of a 
part of the road. The railroad company 
had asked for the whole earth at first, but 
the citizens wanted to save enough for a 
sidewalk at least, and a strong remou- 
straucc had been presented, to which it had 
been objected that the signers were all 
heavy tax-payers, but ho thought it was 
not wise, when the tax rate was ,$15.80 a 
thousand, to sneer at heavy tax-payers. 
They were a rather urgent necessity. He 
appeared to oppose a portion of the layout 
in Newton Centre, and as for the turn outs 
and tracks in Ward Two, the people of 
Newton Centre were willing to take their 
chances of getting over them. The loca- 
tion asked for was on Beacon street, 
between Walnut and Centre streets, 
and the street was not wide enough for 
railroad tracks. The residents believed in 
ample sidewalks and had built them, and 
outside of the walks were two rows of 
shade trees, which left only 27 feet for the 
road bed, including the gutters. The street 
was a popular thoroughfare and travelled 
at all times of the day. If a track was laid 
in the centre, it would be difficult for teams 
to pass, and if a double track was laid it 
would take up the whole street. Over in 
Brookline they thought a 150 foot street 
was not too wide for ^railroad tracks, and 
perhaps a grand street widening is expect- 
ed here. Unless such a thing is contem- 
plated, and it would prove very expensive, 
it is absurd to talk of locating tracks in 
a narrow street. With all due respect to 
the President of the company, he thought 
it required a good deal of cheek to ask for 
tracks in a 27 foot street, and one of the 
greatest thoroughfares in the city. The 
street was wide enough for all other pur- 
poses, and if widened at all, it would have 
to be widened simply for the railroad. He 
had a route to propose, which was free 
from the objections of the Beacon street 
route, and still would take people to the 
cemetery, of which so much had been said. 
Let the tracks be laid up Walnut to HonY r 
street, which was only two minutes walk 
from the cemetery gate, and then it could 
pass up Homer to Centre, through Willow 
and Sumner to the railroal station. Homer 
street was widened a few years ago, and 
the residents there would welcome the 
road, as they would get some compensation 
from it. Homer street was not a great 
thoroughfare and a railroad would be a 
great convenience to the residents, whereas 
Beacon street people did not need it. The 
streets were wanted for all sorts of pur- 

6 oses, and not merely for railroad tracks. 

[e was confident the board would act wide- 
ly, and hoped they would locate tho road 
where it would do the least possible 
damage, and not where it would do the 
most. It should not ho allowed to go 
through the most valuable streets, where 
was tho highest taxed property, and where 
all the residents objected. 

Mr. A. K. Mitchell said it was conceded 
that the board would grant a location lor 
tho tracks, and he did not oppose this, but 
he hoped the tracks would be placed where 
they would prove as little of a nuisance 'as 
possible. It had come to such a pass in 
most cities, that everything was run by 
corporations, and the streets seemed to be 
owned bv them and not by the people. Ho 
hoped Newton would prove an exception, 
and that tho city officials would show that 
the city had tho first right to tho streets. 
The turn out on Walnut streot was very ob- 
jectionable in the proposed location and 
ought to be placed as far upas the High 
School, whore the cars would need to wait 
for the scholars, and where it would not 
be so much of a nuisance. 

Mr. J. E. Oilman of Newtonville said that 
the proposed turn out was located in front 
of his property on Walnut street, and ho 
irotested against it. It was probably too 
ate to protest against the location on Wal- 
nut street, but a turn out was certainly 
unnecessary so near the square, and all his 
neighbors were opposed to it. Higher up 
the street it would not be so much of a 
nuisance. 

Alderman Pcttoe, who occupied tho chair 
during tho temporary absceuco of Mayor 
Kimball, asked Mr. Webster if teams could 
pass on either side of the tracks on Beacon 
street. 

Mr. Webster replied that as the cars 
would take up at least six feet of the mid- 
dle of the road, this would leave only 10 
and 1-2 feet for teams to pass on either 
side, a rather narrow space for a heavily 
laden wagon. 

Alderman Ward asked why the walks 
were laid out so wide on Beacon street. 

Mr, Webster replied that probably it was 
the object of the abuttors to have plenty 
of room on the sidewalk, and they were 
none too wide for the convenience of foot 
passengers. Dr. .Stearns, who had lived on tho 
street for many years, represented tho gener- 
al feeling when be said that he would rather 


pay $100 a year than have a street railroad 
on Beacon street. 

Mr. Mitchell said that if n 45 foot street 
was not wido enough for a railroad in 
Newton Centre, what would be thought of 
Washington street, a much more travelled 
thoroughfare than Beacon street, and 
which in places was less then 40 loot wide. 
Evidently Washington street would have to 
be widened and at a great expense. 

Alderman Grant said ho should like to 
hear how the residents of Washington 
street felt. There was a railroad already 
on the stroet in West Newton, and he 
would like to know if there wore any com- 
plaints against it. 

Mr. Wm. E. Sheldon said that ns far as 
he knew. West Newton poople had no com- 
plaints to make. They would welcome a 
new railroad, and they looked so well to 
their ways that they were able to walk in 
a narrow path, and to make a turn out if 
they met obstacles. 

Mr. Mitchell said tlmt| from Newtonville 
square to Harvard street, Washington street 
was less than 27 feet wido from curb to 
curb, and with a street railway taking up 
six to seven feet of the road, drivers would 
havo to be very sober, and their horses 
very gentle to nvoid accidents. The 
streets should bo widened before a location 
was given for a rnilrond. 

Mr. J. T. Allen said that he had yet to 
hear of any complaints of tho Waltham 
horse railroad in West Newtgn, and he had 
been there a number of years. All t he peo- 
ple he knew on Washington street were en- 
thusiastic over the prospect of having a 
street railway. Wc expect bottur tracks 
than tho Waltham road had, and wo 
hope to sec tho road built very soon. 

Alderman Hollis asked to havo tho loca- 
tion read, which was done, tho location 
being Washington street Irom Centre street 
to Charles Ri.vcr, Lower Falls, Walnut 
street from Washington to Beacon. Beacon 
to Centre, and Station street to the railway 
station. 

At this point, no one else desiring to be 
heard, the hearing was closed. 

Alderman Grant moved that the agree- 
ment with the street? railway company be 
referred to the City Solicitor for examina- 
tion, to see if all was correctly and proper- 
ly drawn. 

Alderman Nickerson said that he had 
no objection to the motion, but arrange- 
ments had already been made for such ex- 
amination. 

AldormanPetteo amended thoorder, by add- 
ing that the many suggestions and amend 
meats that had been added to tho agr " 
ment be also examined, so that he co 00 " 
report on the whole thing at the next m id (I 
ing, Oct. 3rd. The motion was passed. eefr 
OTHER BUSINESS. 

A communication was received from the 
Clafiin Guaids, asking that they bo allowed 
the entire receipts from tho Armory Hall, 
as their expenses had been largely in- 
creased by moving to the building. They 
also asked to be excused from rendering 
an account of the receipts and expenses 
since Jan. 1st, 1887, as the accounts had 
been left in a confused condition by a for- 
mer commander of the company. Referred 
to the claims committee. 

Residents and property owners asked 
that Eddy street bo laid out and accepted 
as a public street. 

Geo. M. Chase and others asked for a 
street lamp on Cherry street. 

An order was passed, authorizing tho 
city treasurer to dispose of 3 1-2 per cent 
water bonds to the amount of $05,000, the 
proceeds to be applied for the water con- 
struction account. 

Street lamps were asked for on the pri- 
vate way from Fountain street to Lenox 
street, Ward 3, and on Cherry street be- 
tween Henshaw street and Cherry street 
place. 

The ward officers reported at tho last 
meeting were appointed, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Downs, inspector in Ward 1, 
and Chas. W. Bassett and W. C. Applin in 
Ward 7. who had declined. E. O. Childs, 
A. W. R. Huff and Robert li. Edes weic 
nominated to fill tho vacancies, and the ap- 
pointments were laid over for one week! 

Residents of Hartford street, Ward 5, 
asked for concrete sidewalks. 

Mayor Kimball read a bill which had 
been sent to the school board by the Law- 
rence Industrial School for $1,000. The 
school comnlittce took exceptions to the 
bill being charged to the school appropria- 
tion. The matter was referred to the com- 
mittee on claims. 

John Joyce was granted a license to 
build a shed 50 by 20 on Thornton street, 
Ward 1, and W. Howes to enlarge his sta- 
ble, 32 by 40 feet, on Church street, Ward 
1. 

M. Ellis & Co. were granted a license to 
move a building on Lexington 
street, Ward 4, some 300 feet northeaster- 
ly- 

Wm. Sutton gave notice of his intention 
to build a dwelling house on Faxon street, 
Ward 1, 34 by 10 feet. 

Residents and property owners asked 
that Putnam street from Temple to Morton 
streets be accepted as a public street, it 
being fully built and laid out 40 feet wide, 
to the approval of the City Engineer. 

$700 was appropriated for the construc- 
tion of a plank sidewalk for Ilanunond 
street, from Ward to Beacon street. 

$5,000 FOR STREETS. 

Alderman Nickerson asked for the pas- 
sage of an order appropriating $5,000 for 
the use of the committee on Highways, to 
be charged to any unexpended balances, or 
to the tax list of 1888. Hu explained the 
order by saying that the committee had 
began the improvements on Brighton 
streot, and they had cost $1*500 more than 
was anticipated. ltivor street had cost 
$500 more, and tho other $3,000, tho com- 
mittee thought, could be wisely expended 
in crushing stone and in employing a few 
more men in the department, as now there 
were not enough to load teams fast euough 
to keep the horses at work, and it woiild 
be good ccomomy to employ the men. 

Alderman Ward asked how much had 
been expended on Brighton street. (Mr. 
Nickerson said $3,200.) 

Mr. Ward said he was opposed to addiug 
anything moro to next year’s tax list. 
There was already a large amount to add; 
the school house at Thompsonvillc would 
cost $5,000, among other things, and that 
would have to bo charged to next year. 
The Highway committee know at the 
beginning of the year how much they had 
to spend, and they ought to have kept in- 
side their appropriation. 

Alderman Nickerson said that the com- 
mittee could get through on what they 
hud, but they cannot finish the work al- 
ready begun. 

Alderman Pettoo suidthe expenditures of 
the city hud grown to bo very large, but 
still it is difficult to do all that our consti- 
tuents demand. Thu committee al- 
ready had to bear a good deal of criticism 
in the local papers and elsewhere, because 
they did not do all that was asked of them 
lie had been told that he should conform 


to the wishes of his constituents; ho 
favored low taxes, Imt he wished to satisfy 
Ids constituents, and the committee was in 
a tight place. The motnbors of the High- 
way committee had voted an increase of 
Id per cent to the public property commit- 
tee, and a similar increase to the sticet 
lamp committee, and now it was hardly 
fair for members oi those committees, who 
lmd boon able to satisfy their constituents, 
to turn around and say that the Highway 
coni mil lee should not have a chance to 
satisiy their constituents. Tho work on 
Brighton street had cost more than was 
expected, because the unuttois demanded 
more work than was contemplated. They 
had their grounds laid out elaborately, 
with landscape gardening, concrete walks, 
etc., and sent their expensive carriages out 
to drive, and they wanted the streots to 
correspond 

Alderman Grant moved that tho order bo 
postponed until the next meeting. 

Alderman Pelteo said ho sasv no objec- 
tion, as the aldermen would meet bet ore 
the council, and the motion passed.

Tho city engineer reported plans for 
numbering tho following streets:

No. School, Orchard, Peabody, Pearl, Pond 
avenue, Rockland, St. James, Thornton, 
Wahan street and Park, Wales. Walnut 
Park, Walnut street from Crafts to Mill, 
Washington Park, Washington street, 
Wavorloy Place, Williams street. 

TIIE COMMON COUNCIL. 


Tho Common Council also met the same 
evening, President Coffin in t*o chair and 
all the members present. 

Business from tho board of aldermen 
was disposed Of in concurrence, and some 
new business also introduced, and after 
being acted upon, sent up to the board of 
aldermen. 

Councilman Burr explained the order for 
paying J. Q. Henry and others $50 for ex- 
pense incurred in looking up nnd perfect- 
ing the title to their property on Eidrcdgo 
street, Ward 7. He said that tho city had 
granted the laud to these persons, and 
given them a warranty deed, without hav- 
ing any recorded title of the land. It had 
formerly belonged to the old Newton street 
railway company, which had been absorbed 
by the Cambridge Company, and at tho 
time the city obtained tho land, the Cam- 
bridge road was leased to the Union Com- 
pany, and from this company the city 
bought tho land. The Union Company 
being simply a lessor, could give no title to 
the land, and it lmd now ceased to exist. 
It was felt that tho detect in the title 
should be remedied, and the matter had 
been laid before the city solicitor. It was 
found the counsel for the petitioners could 
do the work more advantageously than the 
city solicitor, as he was acquainted with all 
tho facts, and he was told to go ahead, and 
send in his bill. Tho city was liable to 
make good its covenants in regard to the 
title, and the bill was a fair one for the 
work. 

The order was then passed, and after 
the usual routine business the Council ad- 
journed.

Answer, the chief end of man, us far as 
we have observed, seems to ho to cat and 
drink as much sugar, and in as many forms 
as ingenuity can devise. 

Tho leading articles of diet at all public 
outing places uro sugar and sugared pastry. 

Swcot oako ami sweetened pies of diverse 
contrivance, we are sternly obliged to set 
before all invited guests at our own tables. 

All beverages uro saturated with sugar. 

The extent of the consumption of candy 
cau only he imagined. It truusends fig- 
ures. Nearly every country store, along 
with its own specialty, us dry goods, gro- 
ceries or drugs, A’c., lias a candy counter, 
where the children swarm like Hies, arid 
they never seem to get enough. We might 
give tho statistics of the annual consump- 
tion of sugar in the United States so much 
per head, but examples are more to the 
purpose. 

Silting in a restaurant, we noticed a gen- 
tlemanly business man onnosite, with a 
plateful of sweetened pudding, his only 
dish. On this lie spread deliucrately live 
tubltypooufms of white powdered sugar, 
by actual count. lie poured over this 
saccharine mortar bed, a libation oi cream 
and added another spoonfui of sugar. 

After eating this he munched a half doz- 
en sweetened doughnuts, mid drank his 
coffee into which Jie stored three spooufuls 
more of white sug »r. This Nvu.s at dinner 
time. We watched the proceeding furtive- 


ly, and wondered if he kept, It up daily, nml 
what prevented his tinning finally into a 
pillar of sugar. 

On another occasion, at dinner, wo ob- 
served one of the most eminent ch rgynian 
in Boston sitting near, lie ordered “Wash- 
ington pie,” (one half mmnr in itself) with 
a saucer full of honey! disposed of it all 
and went out. Ho was a well known dys- 
peptic. wlint could he expect, hut, to die 
prematurely? lie did. and joined tho 
great majority, ehronicird ns having died 
of diabetes, a fatal disease, especially ag- 
grnved by tho use of sugar in any fr.ini.

ory of his useful life too profoundly to con- 
nect, it with bistable habit, for lie was a 
noble man, and served well his day and 
generation. It is said that Non. diaries 
Nmtnner confessed himself addicted to 
choeolato caramels.

This year 
tlicro have been complaints from every 
ward in the city, with possibly the excep- 
tion of Ward 7, because long-needed im- 
provements wero not made, and the com- 
mittee havo been Hooded with petitioners 
from Nonantum to Oak Hill, all asking that 
their own particular caso should receive 
immediate attention.

TIIR MVCCRSSFin, TlfKKT. 

There is no question but that the Re- 
publican convention nominated tho ticket 
that will win at tho polls, and Governor 
Ames is sure of another term. lie has 
made a fairly satisfactory, if not a brilliant 
official, and his mistakos will bo overlooked 
by tho great majority of voters, on account 
of the character and methods of tho men 
who carried tho day at Worcester. 

His associates on the ticket will give it 
additional strength, and probably tho ro- 
sult of tho election will show that all tho 
petty criticism State Treasurer Board has 
received during the year has only added to 
his popularity with tho voters. The people 
like a man who has the courage of his con- 
victions, and there is no question but that 
Mr. Beard has plenty of courage. Now 
that western Massachusetts has been 
recognized by having been given the at- 
torney generalship, it will probably outdo 
itself in tho way of an old fashioned 
majority for tho whole ticket. * 

The platform adopted was satisfactory in 
most respects, and reads well, which is one 
of the most important things about a 
political platform. On the question of tariff 
revisiou, its utterance is disappointing to 
a large number of Republicans, who do not 
Jbelicve in free whiskey and tobacco, and 
'who think that if the surplus revenue must 
•be reduced, the reduction should cotne in 
any other form than this. Ths suggestion 
• of free sugar is an excellent one, and to 
this might be added a number of other 
necessaries of life, by which tho poorer 
-classes would bo benefltted, as they would 
-not be by free rum .and tobacco. 

The civil service plank aptly calls atten- 
tion to the Democratic opposition to this 
reform, and demands that tho civil service 
rules be extended to other departments, 
not under its provisions. This is definite 
enough, and the demand should be so cm- 
.pbasized that tho next session of Congress 
will obey it, and take the civil service cu 
ttirely out of politics. 

Tho temperance plank is explicit enough 
-and advanced enough to satisfy all but de- 
termined third party men, and the stand 
taken on the public school question is a 
bold and eminently satisfactory one. The 
public schools should know neither party 
nor sect in their management. 

Governor Ames is heartily endorsed, and 
the appeal to the voters to select such 
representatives to the General Court, that 
tho high standard of Massachusetts legis- 
lation may not be impaired, is one that 
should be heeded. The platform might 
even have^oite further than this, but the 
suggestion is a good one, and there are in- 
dications all over the state that unusual 
care will be taken in making nominations 
this year. 

NO DRAINAGE FOR TIOItMi: FI FLO. 

The residents of Morse field are not to 
have any relief from Watertown, and evi- 
dently all that town cares about them is to 
collect their taxes. Newton had voted to 
drain its portion of the district if Wnter- 
would join in and drain its share, tho work 
being of such a nature that itcould be done 
much more cheaply if both acted jointly. 
Our city government has acceded to all the 
demands of the Watertown authorities, ami 
shown unusual courtesy ia meeting all 
their requests. Every possible objection 
was brought forward by the Watertown 
•authorities, for the sake of postponing ac- 
tion, and when these were all met, and 
their terms acceded to, the Watertown se- 
lectmen had nothing to do but submit the 
matter to a town meeting. 

This was (lone on Tuesday evening last, 
and as was expected, tho order was over- 
whelmingly defeated. No money will be 
expended on this side of the river by 
Watertown, if it can possibly bo avoided, 
and the only way the residents of that sec- 
tion can hope to he relieved of the surface 
water that now fills their cellars at every 
rain, is by annexation to Newton. 

It would obviously bo inexpedient for 
Newton to drain its part of tho territory^ 
when Watertown does nothing, as from the 
nature of the division lines, and the lay of 
the land, the Newton drain would be quite 
as much of a relief to Watertown as to 
Newton. Arthur H. Bailey, a resident of 
the Morse field district, was the leading 
opponent of the order at the Watertown 
town meeting, and winked against the in* 
tercst of his own section and stood almost 
alone against his neighbors. He evidently 
appreciated the situation, and argued that 
Newton should take care of its own drain- 
age and leave Watertown to act independ- 
ently— that is, do nothing. Mr. Bailey has 
recently sold his house and is soon to re- 
move to Capo Cod. 

The unfortunate Watertown residents on 
this side of the river are very indignant, 
but they can do nothing, save work for an- 
nexation to Newton. Watertown is very 
•glad to get tho money they pay towards the 
'.town expenses, as it helps towards keep- 
ing tho other side of tho river in good or- 
der. 

EXCEEDING AmtOIMtIATlOVM. 

The Highway committee have asked for 
$5 .000 in addition to their appropriation, 
but they have only followed tho example | 
eet by other important committees, which j 


miles of streets it is almost impossible for 
a highway committeo to keep within the 
most liberal appropriation, and Alderman 
Pctteo was not far wrong in laying tho 
blame for any excess of expenditure upon 
tho “constituents.” Highway surveyors 
are but human, they do not like to make 
enemies, or to neglect their duty of keep- 
ing the streets in good repair, and if they 
once begin an improvement, it is difficult 
to stop. They say that the Public Property 
committee and the Street Light committee 
had to ask for an additional appropriation, 
and if one committee does it, there is no 
reason why another should not. The 
committeo has a good deal of work on 
hand, which can be finished more economi- 
cally now than six months from now, and 
it would seem to bo wiso to liavo tho work 
done, even if the sum asked for is deduct- 
ed from what would have been the amount 
appropriated for highway purposes next 
year. 

The Street Railway question hits bad its 
last hearing, and it will without doubt bo 
granted a location with but little more do- 
lay. Probably nothing will be dono about 
building the road this fall, but tho mate- 
rials will be bought, the cars ordered and 
arrangements made to begin work upon 
the road as early as possible in the spring. 
The work of construction will probably 
not take long, as tho company is composed 
of men who push forward energetically 
whatever they undertake, and by another 
summer the road will bo ii) operation. 

There has been a loss of 2S0 from the 
voting list since last year, by death, non- 
assessment. and failure to pay taxes. The 
losses are divided among the different 
wards as follows: Ward One, 83; Ward 
Two, 3.7; Three, 48; Four, 47; Five, 31; Six, 
40; Seven, 3U. These losses will probably 
bo more than made up by when the regis- 
trars get through with their meetings, the 
dates of which are given on the second page 
of this issue.

Sermon p -cached on anniversary of formation of 
theCon*tltntlnn of tho United Staten, Sept. IP, 
1887, In ChanningChnrch, Newton Mas*. 

And NehomUli which Is the Tirshatha, and 
'Eira tho priest, the scribe, and tho Lcvltes that 
tanght tho people, said unto all the people: This 
«lay Is h'dy unto the Lord your God; mourn not nor 
■weep. For all the people wept when they heard 
tho words of the law— for the joy of tho Lord la In 
your strength. Neh.VIII. 1’nrts 9, 10. 

Wliat is this event which causes such re 
joicing among tho] people? what is this 
document which makes tho day on which 
it is read holy? Only tho discovory of a 
book of laws— only tho reading of tho dry 
statutes of a nation, scattered for years in 
strange lands, struggling hard against al 
Tnost insuperable obstacles, to form anew 
4he nation’s life in tho home of thoir 
fathers, separated for over a generation 
from all that connected them with former 
days. Tho reading of tho old laws remind 
<*d them of tho glorious past, and what is 
better still, of the groat aims, for tho ful- 
filment of which they woro callod to be a 
■nation. Tho reading of the law wakened 
beart-stirring memories. It told tho peo- 
ple who hoard it into what a precious 
beritanco they had entered, and inspired 
them with tho glad hopo of tho groat work 
which they woro summoned to do. At 
first, indeed, as they were reminded of tho 
great privileges they had lost for so many 
years, the people wept; but tho priests 
consoled them with tho higher thought of 
the day. That is a holy day when a pco- 
pl f is made to feel its high destiny among 
the peoples of the earth, and that shall be 
a day of gladness when its rich possibili- 
ties for coming time is revealed in tho 
spirit of its laws. So tho priests wisely 
dsai to tho people, “this day is holy unto 
our Lord; neither bo ye grieved, for the 
joy of the Lord is your strength.” This 
event in the history of Israel, has a special 
significence for us as a people, to-day, and 
reminds us that, as in olden time a won- 
derful providence guided, and a religious 
instruction was conveyed in tho history of 
Israel, so no less now in the history of our 
own nation we may discern tokens of a 
guidance wiser than that of any human 
wisdom, and in the recalling the great doc- 
ument, which so harmoniously binds so 
many varying elements together, may re- 
ceive lessons of life, no less precious than 
those taught the people who listened with 
such mingled feelings of pride, sorrow, 
and joy to the reading of tho law of Moses, 
by the Hebrew scribe. Yesterday evening, 
-one hundred years ago, the last name was 
signed to what was destined ever since to 
become the law of the United States of 
America. Whatever we may think of that 
occasion, those who took part in it regard- 
ed it with the most solemn feeliugs. They 
felt that the whole futuro of the country 
was involved up in its character. They 
realized that they were drawing the lines 
upon which a people was to work out its 
destiny; and as they had wisely or unwisely 
planned, so would its future be one of hap- 
piness and piotperity. or one of misory and 
ruin. Benjamin Franklin, full of years and 
honors, seemed in the last moments of tho 
■convention to attain to something of pro- 
phetic strain. “I have,” said he, “often 
and oftcu in the course of this session, amid 
the vicissitudes of my hopes and fears ns 
to its issue, looked at that picture of the 
sun behind the President, without being 
able to tell whether it was rising or . ct- 
tiug. But now at length I have the happi- 
ness to know that it is a rising and not a 
setting sun.” It is because this prophecy 
lias been so fulfilled in the cause of our his- 
tory that we remember with great gladness 
the* day. on which the constitution of the 
United States was signed. I think we are 
too much in the habit of dwelling upon tho 
more striking events in history, and of 
passing by as uuimportaut those incidents 
whi di appeal less to the imagination and 
the emotions. Every school boy knows of 
Hunker Hill, or of Yorktown. Everybody 
knows something of tho Declaration of In- 
dependence. These stand out as moments 
when a decisive blow was struck, or when 
;i startling step was taken. Perhaps to 
most minds, at first glance, they may seem 
to hi* the most diilicult tasks to achieve; 
but the fact is just tho reverse. To frame 
a declaration of principles and grievances, 
■which may stimulate the energies of a 
people to resolute action in behalf of their 
aights, is far easier than to prepare laws 
which shall harmonize many conflicting in- 
terests. regulate with the least possible 
friction tho complicated machinery of gov- 
ernment, and state the principles from 
which all futuro action must he derived. 

To do t he one, requires but the art of the 
(pamphleteer, to do tho other requires the 
wisdom of the statesman. And gloat as 
mast be the qualities which go towards the 
making up of tho successful general, these 
qualities alone would not aid in helping 
him to solve the problems of government. 
The hard fought battle will be won in vain, 
its sacrifice of blood and pain will bo fruit- 
less. unless there is that wise guidance 
which can complete its results. It would 
have availed nothing, if, at the end of our 
(revolutionary struggle, there had not been 
men who were able to deliver us from the 
perils of possible anarchy on the one hand 
and possible despotism on tho other. At 
the end of that heroic struggle wo were 
but thirteen separate states, with littlo, 
save tho memory ot past achievements, to 
bind us together. Bankruptcy stared us 
in tiio face. Tho cential government was 
powerless; a long succession ot put ty civil 
strifes, b'ich as has made the history of 
South American republics despicable, 
ttiermed irape iding. In their natural revul- 
sion from a condition like this, there were 
many who saw the only hope of tho future 
Sn the establishment of a monarchy, with 
a son of George ill as King. 

All the instances which we have ouly 
just ceased to celebrate, would not have 
been worth tho wiuniug, if a wise states- 
manship had been wanting to treasure up 
their results. If Israel in all her history 
turned hack with religious rejoicing to the 
time, and kept in its heart the memory of 
the man who formed her scattered tribes 
into a i d i«*n, so is it. well that we should 
remem or in this place, vih thankful 
lu-ait- tho beginning of deliverance raid 
the s" nee .if all our succeeding prosper- 
ous n itioiml life. 

No .me, 1 tnink, can u*a I tin* story of 
the formatiou of our ooiislitui i ni wit inut 
being in uie aware of a singular combina- 


tion of onuses, which seem to indicate the 
guidanoo of a providential hand. At this 
time in our history, when as never before, 
we needed the guidance of t lie wisest and 
best, men, we were blessed with an extra- 
ordinary large number of those who woro 
eminently calculated by education, ' 
study and character, to iako up the 
mentions work. It was a day of limit 
opportunities for education, yet twenty-*... 
ot the fifty-five whn'coniposcd tho consti- 
tutional convention were graduates of 
leges. Those who were not, (such .... 
Washington and Franklin) had gained an 
education such as no college can ever give. 
Of the men who sat in the convention, 
there were two who later on became 
admiiiishatoi's ns presidents, two eminent 
as chief justices of the supreme court, and 
one who laid the foundation ot our national 
system of finance. Seldom, indeed, 
such a number of men, so capable of tho 
most exalted tasks of government, been 
found in one laud. Such a gathering 
shows what great men there were, and 
what is equally remarkable what clear 
sighted judgment there was on the part of 
the people, to discern and to appreciate 
them. In all this we find another proof of 
tho belief that great occasions develop 
groat characters. At least, so far this has 
been the case in tho history of our nation; 
and to day we rejoico in that providence 
which, in the hour of our greatest peril, 
when nil tho results of our struggle seemed 
about to vanish, raised up men, who in 
forgetfulness of self, and by tho wisdom 
which p.ofound thought had given, were 
so well prepared to satisfy tho demands ol 
our national needs. 

But it seems to me there aro lessons to 
be learned, as wo think of the character of 
our national constitution, which are as 
valuable as any of those which wo usually 
como here to ponder. Indeed, some of 
them nro the lessons which lie at the foun- 
dation of morality and religion. It is said, 
and truly, that our constitution was a sys- 
tem of compromises. You cannot read tho 
history of its formation, without seeing 
that if this spirit had not existed, a union 
of states wou'd have been impossible. 
Large states were unwilling to lose the ad- 
vantage in tho national councils which 
their numbers and wealth gave them, while 
the small states were unwilling to he ab- 
sorbed in agovernmont,in which they would 
cease to have any appreciable inllueuco. 
In consequence wo have that arrangement 
by which the states are allowed represen- 
tation in the lower liouso of representa- 
tives according to population, while in tho 
upper house or in tho senate, states have 
an equal representation as co-equal sover- 
eignties. This is only one out of many 
compromises where conflicting interests 
were adjusted. Now, in matters 
human interests compromises are alwa 
allowable, and often necessary. Life 
could not go on if each one insisted upon 
every thing to which ho believed himself 
entitled. Something of personal interest 
must always bo yielded for tho good of the 
greater number. But it is entirely differ- 
ent when we como to tho consideration of 
the law of right. That we cannot yield, 
because it is not ours to do with as we 
think best, but to obey. It was the mis- 
fortune of our fathers that they forgot 
that it is as dangerous to lose sight of the 
law of Israel as ot tho law of gravitation. 
At the time when our constitution was 
formed, human slavery existed in most of 
the statos of the confederation. Naturally 
the question arose “what should bo done 
with it?” To some of tho members it ap- 
peared what it did to John Wesley, “the 
sum of all villianics.” No stronger words 
have ever been spoken against shivery than 
were uttered at Philadelphia by delegates 
from Virginia and Maryland. Mason of 
\ irginia said, “I hold it essential in every 
point of view that tho general government 


should have power to prevent the increase of 
slavery.” No one attempted to justify it 
on any moral or religious grounds, and 
when considerations of this nature were 
urged against it, liutlodgo of South Caro- 
ina answered, “lioligion and humanity 
have nothing to do with this question, in- 
terest alone is tho governing principle with 
the nations,” 

Slavery was permitted so far as it was 
permitted, because it was feared that with- 
out it a union of statos would bo im possi- 
ble. I have no wish at this late day to 
harshly condemn the men who allowed this 
step to ho taken. They felt that a choice 
must be made between a maintenance ot 
the rights of a lew thousand negroes, ami 
the futuro well being ot the whole country. 
I, hoy honestly thought they could not

ll' the const.ituii.m- of Mu* United States 
were intended to m*I forth terrain abstract 
principles; if if were intended to be a 
picture of a state in nil its rotations, then 
indeed its tuilure in recognise any relation 
of the state to that eternal life, of which it 
is the momentary expression, would boa 
serious delect. The leligious liie ot a 
nation is always the highest expression of 
that nation. And to leave the hoptRHiid 
ninis and asj.iiatious unnoticed :s 
is to he blind to what is most real in its 
existence. But our constitution is not a 
statement of the life of the nation, it is 
morely an attempt to put into form some 
ol the practical objects of human govern- 
ment. h dots mu. slate even Home of the 
highest forms ot niotal action, which a 
state might assume. It would help us to 
understand the reason of the omission, if 
we had any report of the debate on the 
matter. But it does not seem that there 
was any. When, however, we consider 
some ot the objections urged against the 
adoption of tiio constitution, we find some 
light thrown upon tho reason ot its 
omission. 

In home quarters it was maintained that 
a religious establishment was to bo set 
up under the new government. Ami again 
Patrick Henry said that under the constitu- 
tion tho rights of conscience were not 
secure. If these objections were made to 
the constitution as ii was. how much more 
would have been said if there had been 
some religious statements, even of the 
most general character in it. The objeo- 
tion* iiiiulo against the omission throw 
additional light upon the reason for it. 
Some said they did not see howanv Protest- 
ant could support it, as it gave both Jews 
and Catholics an equal chance to become 
President, in tho convention ot our own 
state, a fanner from Worcester county 
complained: There is no provision, “that 

men in power should have any religion. ’ 
Hero underlying was a spirit that would at 
once have deduced from any religious 
statement, conclusions that would have 
Worked unfavorably against tho rights of 
private conscience. It may have been tho 
desire of the forme) s oi tho constitution 
tiiiu there should ho no place where 
religious opinions should iniortere with 
the rights of citizenship, or intrude them- 
selves as means of excluding any one from 
all its privileges. They acted upon the 
principle of Jesus, render unto Caesar 
the tilings that are Ctesar’s, unto God tho 
things that are God’s. Their feeling no 
doubt was that when the rights of men as 
men wore secured, then tho work of form- 
ing religious opinions must be left to those 
to whom it properly belonged. John Henry 
Newman often asks in his sermons 
what difference would it make to 
your conduct and spirit if you 

not live in a Christian couutrv, 
and did not formally accept a Christian 
creed, would it indeed make any? So I 
think we may w ell ask, what real difference 
it would make to our national life and 
spirit, if God were formally recognized 
the body of tho constitution. Suppose it 
had been there tho last hundred years, 
would there have been any more religious 
effort on tho part of our churches, or any 
more roverenco for character of the nation 
on the part of our people? Would slavery 
have been abolished, or tho rights of the 
freed man recognized, a day sooner. Would 
it have prevented a century of dishonorable 
dealing with the Indian, or of wrong per- 
petrated under tho lonns of law? Unless 
wo can sincerely believe that all thi* would 
have been aceomp’islted by the phrase, 
criticism of its omission misses the mark 
altogether. 

Yes, we need God in our national life. 

I he more recognition of Him in lifetime, 
character and living relation to us the

choose both, and so they preferred 
latter. 

Who of us has ever acted so constantly 
in obedience to our sense of absolute right, 
when it. conflicted with some prudential 
calculation, that lie dares throw the first 
stone? Then it must he kept in mind that 
they did all that seemed in thoir power to 
do to limit tho evil. They did not recognize 
its legality; they left it possible to prevent 
its extension; they sot tho time for the im- 
portation ol slaves to cease. Ail of them 
thought that a few years would extinguish 


it forever in tho South, as a few veals' had 
extinguished it in tho North, if over a 
compromise with an evil seemed free 
from all serious consequences, certainly 
tnat which allowed slavery to exist under 


tin 


under 

e constitution seemed most so. Thu ad- 
vantages gained woro so vast, the eff ects of 
surrendering a principle seemed m» petty 
that wo cannot wonder that the louin'ers 
ot the government acted us they did. Ami yet 
that step alone almost ruined the great 
work which they hail accomplished. They 
only deterred the impending conflict. a 
deienniued stand at lint moment for tho 
rigid, before sia ery hud become profitable 
would have averted that waste ot blood 
and t reasure our nation fuels ui this hour. 

1 say J do not condemn thorn, but J do 
think it a lit time to impress upon every 
one who hears me to-day iho lesson wnicu 
the failure to do the righteous aet in- 
volves. Lut every young man win. 
Hesitating between the rigid ami the ex- 
pedient learn from it that the right course 
is tho only certain one. We can all know 
what is right, wo can only conjecture what 
is expedient, and in the long run the doiim 
ot the right thing at the right tunc is the 
only expediency. Jn morals, as in geometry 
the straight line is the shortest distance 
between two points. 

There are those who condemn our con- 
stitution, because it nowhere contains any 
recognition of God. If that be a defect 
there is one hook in the Bible, that of 

Esther, which is equally defective. Ji may 
he urged that it is contained in a book 
which is full of tho thought of God. But 
that is just as true of our national life 
•Sometimes phrases are used all the more 
freely on the ups. because tho realities they 
contain have vanished from the heart. And 
in i . w’i Uie other hand, there a.e greu.

Let us rot 
make tho mistake of confounding phiases 
on the lips, with a faith in the hearts of a 
people. It is said of a people who I bought 
they draw near with their lips, but 
r heart is far from Me.” The end for 
winch wo most need to strive and prav is 
that foreseen by the pronhet. when God 
should put lus law in their hearts. 

Let this then be our effort, not to gild 
the forms, hut. to transform the substaiuv 
ol our national life. Let us labor for the 
development of natures that shall make 
tho dry horn s of law alive with tho sens.- 
ot justice** Iji/fc us create so far as lies in 
us, a sentiment of justice which shall carry 
out tl.o purpose of llim who rules tho 
world in equity.' L«*t- tis make the high and 
lady desires which come from communion 
with Him, effectual in public and private 
life, and t.ien no places will he needed in 
public documents, to tell the world that 
worship God, for it shall he manifested 
deeds of justice and self-devotion, in 
institutions that witness to public and 
private beiud*eence, in loving hearts and 
enlightened minds, in legislative halls, and 
in business morals, in the nobler aims of 
politics, ami in the clearer sense of tin- 
work tho state is callod to perform, in all 
these and countless other ways, w-e shall 
write the law of God, not upon tablets of 
atone, hut on the fleshy tablets of human 
hearts. 

One hundred years have passed away 
since, umid doubts and fears, our national 
career began. In that time how many 
prophecies of evil have proved false, how 
many perils have been averted, how many 
difficulties overcome. .Such a retrospect of 
a successful century should endow us with 
greater courage and larger hopo as we face 
Hie unknown future. New problems rise 
ilution, now dangers threaten, new 
conihets must he fought. Yet may wo not 
trust, with a confidence homo of p ast expe- 
rience, that still strong hearts remain to do 
mining duty, and that in the future as 
in the past, men will arise, with enuruge 
and wisdom to lead ns through and on. 
And so at the beginning of an untriod 
ntury. wo would bate no jot of hope, but 
with our own groit poet voice tho faith 
and yearning of our hearts.

Running Machinery Nights. 

The suit of Matthew Burns of Newton- 
viile against the Newton Electric and 
Bower company, which was on trial before 
Justice Holmes in tlie Supreme court 
Tuesday, involves an interesting question 
to the public and manufacturers who run 
their machinery nights to the annoyance 
and disturbance of residents adjoining the 
factories. Some kinds of business lire car- 
ried on largely at night, the producing of 
electric light being notably a business of 
this kind. Mr. Burns, who lives oil Crutts 
street, in liis hill of complaint alleges that 
tlie defendant lias built and maintains a 
factory within 12 feet of his house, and tlie 
noise ami whiz of its machinery makes 
night anything but pleasant to him and liis 
family, depriving Hum of their sleep, and 
causing a tremor and vibration to bis 
house which makes Jiving there uncom- 
fortable: that the steam comes into liis 
yard ami makes it dangerous lor children 
to go within its range, and also greatly 
deteriorates the value of his property, lie 
wants the court to issue an injunction to 
restrain the defendant from i milling its 
machinery at night. Tlio defendants con- 
tend that tlioir business requires a running 
of their works in the night time, ami that 
they do so with as little disturbance and us 
quietly as possible, and that to enjoin them 
would ruin their business and property. 
The case was taken under advisement to 
allow Judge Holmes to visit tlie premises, 
which lie did on Thursday.

Newton Exhibitors at the Mechanics’ 
Fair. 

Newton is not without its manufactur- 
ing industries, as a visit to the “Mechan- 
ics Exhibition,” Boston, will prove. In 
the basement at the left hand side, as one 
descends, the Pcttqe Machine Works of 
Newton Upper Falls exhibits a carding en- 
gine. This company was the first in 
America to produce this kind of machin- 
ery, having been established in 1831. The 
carders manufactured by the Pettee 
Works ave used in the Willimantic Thread 
Factories, and one of the employes of the 
thread works lias charge of the carder on 
exhibition. 

A little further from the stairway may 
be seen a large space occupied by nine 
machines, upon which bang cards “The 
Newton Machine Co.” Tho wool is re- 
ceived from the curding machine rough and 
uneven, and is put through these nine 
machines to remove the defects. After ruu- 
ning through a gill box. the wool is sent to 
the comber, one of the finest combers 
manufactured. It may be interesting to 
state that in this comber are about 42,000 
needles, which remove all foreign sub- 
stances. Tile wool then passes through 
four gills of various kinds and three draw- 
ing boxes, as they are called. The object 
is to make the wool even and smooth; cor- 
rugated rollers, one pair running faster 
than the other, reducing the weight per 
yard. In addition to these fine machines 
the Newton Company manufacture lathes 
and wrenches at their shops in Nonan- 
tum. 

In the grand music hall at the end furth- 
est from the stage, the Nonantum Worsted 
Company have an attractive display of the 
“Star Light” Knitting Worsted. Near by. 
Peabody & Whitney exhibit a large variety 
of baby carriages and toys. In the third 
balcony in the space marked “Womens* 
Patents,” Mrs. Hodgdon of Newton exhib- 
its her new system of dress cutting, illus- 
trating her ideas by means of two pretry 
dolls. 

J. R. Robertson has on exhibition in the 
northern balcony of the main hall some 
specimens of the fine canoes and boats 
which lie builds at his shop in Riverside. 


That Electric Car. 

The electric car which has been in pro- 
cess of construction in New York for ex- 
perimental purposes on the Cambridge 
railroad has arrived. The car is of ordi- 
nary Stephenson style, with a high top and 
ventilator ceiling. ' The bottom of the car 
is severalSinclies higher than the platform, 
considerable space underneath being nec- 
essary for tlio motors. In entering, pas- 
sengers are thus obliged to step up several 
iuches from the platform. The car is sup- 
plied with two Sprague motors, one on 
each axle. It is fitted with four light 
chandeliers in the centre, and lights also at 
the end. There are also electric signal 
bells, one with which to jcive notice of the 
stopping and starting of the car, and an- 
other to warn travellers of the approach of 
the car. There is also an automatic whis- 
tle by which passengers may attract the 
attention of the conductor. On the out- 
side of the car are the signs, “West End 
Railway” and “West End Railroad Com- 
pany.”

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CITT GOVERNMENT. 

TIIK BTHF.KT It Att.WAY LOCATION AO AIN' 
POSTPONED. 

The Hoard of Aldermen met Monday 
evening, Mayor JKimlmll presiding. All 
the mom bora except Alderman Johnson 
wore present. The minutes of tho last 
meeting were read and approved. 

The ward officers nominated at tho last 
meeting wero confirtved. 

A communication was received from 
lion. R. M. Pulsifer, President of tho 
hoard of trustees of the Cottago Hospital, 
asking that $2,000 he appropriated for the 
expenses of the hospital for 1888. Tho 
large demands made upon tho hospital 
necessitate its enlargement at an early day. 
Tho trustees extended a cordial invitation 
to the members of the city government to 
visit the hospital and become familiar with 
its workings. The communication was re- 
ferred to the committoo on finance. 

PETITIONS. 

Albert Metcalf and other residents of 
Lenox street petitioned for two lamps on 
that street. 

The petition of F. A. Dewson for a street 
lamp on Highland avenue was granted. 

Tho Newton Electric Light and Power 
Company asked for a license to put in two 
steam boilers and engines into their works 
on Crafts street, with a capacity of 200 
horse power. The application was ordered 
advertised and a hearing will bo given 
Monday evening, Nov. 7th, at 8 p. m. 

P. A. Carrol was appointed lioscinan of 
No. 1 Engine, to fill a vacancy. 

Tho communication from the school 
board, notifying tho City Council of the 
imperative need of a school building at 
Thompsonville, and also asking why tho 
school buildings wero so unfit for occupan- 
cy at the beginning of the school year, and 
what was tho remedy for such procrastina- 
tion, was received and referred to tho 
public property committee. 

The claims committeo reported the 
petition of Ida II. Hlaisdell, for damages 
to property on Homer street by tho city’s 
drains, and on their recommendation it 
was referred back to the highway commit- 
tee. 

Alderman Petteo recommended that the 
petition of the permanent drivers and 
engineers of the Are department 
for an increase of pay bo granted, 
and that $50 more per year be paid them 
after Jan. 1. 188$. The order was passed. 

A communication was received from Ed- 
ward II. Mason, attorney for Annie C. Cole, 
owner of 10,082 feet of land in Newton 
Centre', bounded on Sumner and Everett 
streets, stating that the grades on both 
streets had been changed during tho year, 
by which her estate had suffered heavy 
damages, and asking for relief; referred to 
the claims committee. 

The petition of Miner Robinson fur leave 
to run a telephone wire on Otis street was 
granted. 

M. C. Mayo and others asked for 4 street 
lamps on Clarendon street. 

A petition was received from the Cam- 
bridge street railway company, through 
Curtis Cummings, its president, stating 
that the road had been making experiments 
in electricity, and was expecting to receive 
a car to be run by an electric motor. If 
successful the company intended to use the 
motor instead of horses, and asked for a 
permit to use such a motive power on its 
tracks in Newton. It was stated that such 
permission had boen granted to the com- 
pany by both Cambridge and Boston, and 
the orders passed by those cities were sub- 
mitted. They allowed the use of storage 
batteries, but did not permit the system 
of overhead wires and poles. An order 
was passed with similar restrictions. 

Notices of intention to build wero re- 
ceived from Evan Jenkins, dwelling house 
28 by 32, on Hawthorne street, Ward 2; and 
M. E. Baird, a house 27 by 80 on llyde 
streel, Ward 5. 

TIIE $5,000 ORDER. 

Alderman Nickerson moved that the or- 
der anpr mriating $5.00) additional for the 
highway department be taken from the 
table. 

Alderman Petteo said that many times 
appropriations were made that were known 
to be too small for the purpose, and that it 
would bo impossible to do the work re- 
quired for the sum named, and then a com- 
mittee was admonished not to exceed its 
appropriation. The public property com- 
mittee had bad to apply lor an increase, in 
order to finish the public library addition. 
The highway committee bad 120 miles of 
roadway to take care of.and some 240 miles 
of sidewalks, and so their appropriation 
had to he a large one. lie did not believe 
in the policy of allowing public buildings 
to decay, and omit work that ought to he 
done to save them, merely from a desire to 
keep within the appropriation. Just so. 
the highway committee, could have kept 
within its appropriation, but it could not 
have done so economically. $(10,000 for 
120 miles of road was only lu cents a foot, 
less than enough to pay one man’s wages, 
and it included repairs, now work, paving, 
sidewalks, care of gutters, removal of 
snow, and so on. It hardly allowed one 
man to a mile and a half of road. 

Alderman Hollis asked if the extra ap- 
propriation was needed for work already 
begun, or for work only on the schedule. 

Alderman Nickerson replied that $1,500 
was for the completion of Brighton street, 
$500 for the completion of Jfiver street, and 
$3,000 for crushing of stone; no new work 
was contemplated. 

Alderman <» rant said that reference had 
been made to the public property com- 
mittee. He was happy to announce that 
that committee had both finished the li- 
brary addition and the High school addi- 
tion, work calling for the expenditure of 
some $70,000, ami kept within the appro- 
priation some $200. The $2, ON) increase on 
the library was due to repairs on the old 
building not contemplated when the now 
work was planned. The work could be 
done more cheaply then, and it would have 
to bo done within a year or two anyway. 
The public property couimitteo had kept 
within its appropriation, and intended to. 
Work that could not bo dono without ex- 
ceeding the appropriation was laid aside 
until another year. The Highway com- 
mittee should keep within the appropriation 
[“They can” from Alderman l’ottuo,] and 
lie did not believe in carrying forward a 
large debt to next year. The sinking fund 
next year would have to he doubled, and 
the calls for money will bo very largea 
Tho Highway committee will want $20,000 
extra for bridges, and other culls will be 
heavy. It they can live within their ap- 
propriation they should do so. 

Alderman l'ettee said it was easy enough 


to keep within an appropriation, ir that 
was tho ultimatum, and tho only thing 
wo»*tli considering, hut ho did not believe 
it was good economy to allow public prop- 
erty to go to waste in order to do it.. How 
many public buildings are in such a con- 
dition to-day that they aro a detriment to 
the city? 

Alderman Ward said that an appropria- 
tion should not bo exceeded unless it was 
actually necessary. It would be better to 
finish Brighton ami Uiver streets as far as 
the appropriation would nllow and then 
stop. It was not the proper way to dig 
out a whole street and then leave it im- 
passable. 

Alderman Nickerson sniilMho digging out of 
Brighton street wns began three years ago, when 
parties offered to take out the material nt no cost 
to the city. It was supposed nt first that the road- 
way only would have to he attended to, hut Mr. 
Fallow had insisted that the wall should he rebuilt 
in front of his property ami tho sloping bank re- 
moved. He said that he had opposed the change 
of grade, and now ho insisted that the street must 
be put iu proper condition nt once, and that if it 
remained in an impassable condition another win- 
ter, lie would have to bring an action ngninst the 
city. 

Alderman Grant snid that that altered the ease; 
if the committee had got into any snarl and there 
was danger of a law-suit, lie would vote for 
enough tnoucy to help them out and put the street 
in proper condition. 

Alderman l’ettce snid he wns glad to learn that 
the public property committee had such good con- 
tractors that theV would keep within contracts 
made by them. Unfortunately the highway com- 
mittee can not deal with contractors. Brighton 
street should have been done last year, but there 
was a peculiar pressure from certain members to 
fix up Snake Hollow, and the influence in favor of 
it was not hard to understand. Mr. Fnvlow told 
me last spring that he hud been lmdly treated by 
the city, and had good cause for bringing an 
action against it. Brighton street on one side of 
him hud been dug up and left impassable and 
Kcnrick street on the other had been left iu an 
impassable condition, and his patience Imd become 
exhausted. There was no particular snarl about 
the matter, hut two large drains, not contcmnlatcd 
at first, lmd had to he put in at considerable ex- 
pense. 

Alderman Grant moved to make the amount 
$2,000, which would cover both streets. 

Alderman Pcttcc said he hoped the amendment 
would not prevail and said that it was rather menu 
not to meet them half way and make the amount 
at least $2,500. 

This caused a good deal of laughter, nnd 
Alderman Hollis moved to make the amouut 
$2,500. 

Alderman Nickerson said that one estate on 
River street was left in bad condition, and it ought 
to he fixed up. 

The amendment of Alderman Hollis wu9 
adopted, Aldermen Grant and Ward votiug uo. 
The order wns then passed for $2,500 additional, 
Alderman Ward voting no. 

THE STREET RAILWAY. 

The street railway agreement was then called un, 
and City Solicitor Slocum said that he hud made 
an examination of it and made a new draft, with 
onlr some verbal alterations, and the agreement 
was perfectly legal. 

Alderman Nickerson said that tho President of 
the street railway company- had signed the agree- 
ment, save the clause that a 52 pound rail should 
he used, as he thought a 35 pound Richards rail 
was sufficient. 

Alderman Grant moved that u 35 pound rail be 
allowed to be used. 

Alderman Harwood said that the J52 pound rail 
should lie used. The 35 pound rail was not heavy 
enough.nnd this had been the testimony of the ex- 
pert brought bv the company. Wc did not want a 
cheap road in the Newton streets. 

Alderman Grant said that the chairman of the 
highway committee and the city cngiuccr had 
visited Malden aud reported that the 35 pound rail 
used there was sufficient, and he was satisfied that 
such a rail would answer. 

Alderman Harwood said that the West End road 
was a laying 9G pound rail, and all the railroad men 
he had talked with thought tliut the heavier rail 
should be used. 

Alderman Hollis said that at a previous meet- 
ing lie had favored a 35 pound rail, but be had made 
inquiries since of men who were held to he 
authorities on railroad matters, and they had said 
that if electric motors were used the heavier rail 
was needed, but if the cars were moved by horse 
power the lighter rail would do. 

Alderman Pettcc said that the company only 
objected to the heavy rail on account of the extra 
cost, Imt he favored it, and the company would 
probably find it the most economical in the road. 

Ahleiniau Grunt said he hud talked with the 
president of the Cambridge road, aud bis testimony 
was that the lighter rail would he sufficient . 

Alderman Nickerson said he did not favor 
changing the weight of the rail and lie hoped the 
company would use electric motors and not horset. 

President Parker cut short the discussion by an- 
nouncing through one of the aldermen that he 
would ugreo to use the 52 pouud rail. 

Alderman Ward asked if the agreement would 
permit the company to erect overhead wires and 
poles in the streets. 

Alderman Gruut read from the charter granted 
by the legislliturc, from which it appears that the 
company cannot erect such poles ami wires with- 
out the special permission of the hoard of aldermen. 

Alderman Nickerson then read the order grant- 
ing the location to the company. 

On motion of Alderman Petteo, notion was 
postponed until the board had inspected the route 
and considered the objections to Beacon street, and 
to the turn out in Walnut street near the railroad 
track. 

Thursday afternoon was appointed for the in- 
spection, axd after the approval of sundry hills the 
lioard adjourned.

Along the milder South Shorn nnd Buz- 
zard's nnd Narragnnsett Bays, and so on to 
Rhode Island und<’ mncctiont, the Yankee 
hns blossomed out into a more accessible 
and less formal nersonage. 

Tho best antidote* to Boston rust and 
dry rot is travel and cosmopolitan Inter- 
course. 

“But,” says one. “ho nnd his family put 
on airs, and claim superiority.” 

• t Perhaps you misjudge them; but sup- 
pose wo admit tho claim rather than dis- 
pute it; what then? what is to happen?

“They expect to bo looked up to nnd 
treated with deference. 

That can bo arranged satisfactorily, hut 
as to tho deference .as you called it.supposo 
for the sake of argument, you are not dis- 
posed to render it.

The fact is, my friend, when homage is 
withheld, the idol shuts up and moves 
away, or goes into sonic other business. It 
takes two to mako one aristocrat. Walking 
loftily with scorn and grimneo, along a 
lonely road on the back side of Newton 
would look theatrical and silly.

There is no audience, nobody to bo 
snubbed.

If ever these nobodics should combino in 
a general boycotting, Loftus and his family 
would have to do their own work.

Where was then the gentleman r” 

Man, in tho abstract, has nothing to bo 
proud of. Tho sentiment surely had no 
place among the original emotions. How it 
came into tho world is a psychologic il 
mystery, and whether of male or female 
origin, still more so. All wo have is a loan 
on call, without demand or notice. 

Who under the sun, moon, and stars do 
people think they are? What is man, any- 
how, to the ground ho struts upon? Tho 
furrow of live minutes earthquake would 
loaves no more trace of the holes ho has 
dug, and tho rocks he has piled up, than 
the keel loaves upon the ocean. 

What lias ho done on tho earth to show 
that, ho over owned it?

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RECEPTION TO MltS. AIIMSTRONO. 

GIVEN BY Till? LADIES’ FOREIGN MISSION 
SOCIETY’ OF ELIOT CHURCH. 


The Ladles’ Foreign Mission Socioty of 
Eliot church gave n reception, Monday 
afternoon, to Mrs. C. C. Armstrong of .San 
Francisco, wifo r of Dr. Richard Armstrong 
and mother of Gen. Armstrong. Tho lady 
was ono of tho earliest workers in the mis- 
sion field of tho Sandwich Islands, sent 
out by tho American board. 

Tho reception was held in tho early after- 
noon at tho residence of Mrs. G.D. Gilman, 
ninong thoso who greeted Mrs. Arm- 
strong being the children of many of 
her friends and acquaintances in times gone 
by, beside many residents of Newton ami 
vicinity who were only acquainted with her 
through her missionary work. 

The meeting was called to order by Mrs. 
Charles Hillings, president of the socioty, 
who conducted devotional exercises, and 
then introduced Mrs. Armstrong, who said 
in her introductory remarks that what she 
might say would only be in tho nature of 
an informal talk about missionary lifo in 
tho Sandwich Inlands, hut peoplo in tho 
vicinity of Boston were supposed to know 
these islands as well as herself, especially 
after the visit of tho royal party. She then 
gave a brief sketch of her own; early lifo as 
a fanner’s daughter, “teaching school 
sometimes, and goiug to school some- 
times,” — tho former something rare in 
thoso days, when women’s work in the va- 
rious professions was hardly known — until 
she came to Boston as a brido, and went 
with her iuiRhand to his Held in this heath- 
en land. This was in 1S81, and the journey 
was made from Boston to Now Bedford in 
in an old-fashioned jolting stago coach, 
Rev. Daniel Green accompanying them, and 
Sov. Samuel Holmes receiving them at that 
place. Tho passage was to be made in a 
whaling vessel, and tho Christian ladies of 
that town brought the departing missiona- 
ries all kinds of furniture, edibles and fur- 
nishings to help mitigate tho hardships of 
the voyage, kindnesses which were re- 
membered throughout all those years with 
gratitude, although a storm before their 
arrival at Rio Janeiro swept almost all 
these gifts from tho deck. 

There were 21) persons in the company, 
and the voyage was of six months’ dura- 
tion. All the passengers suffered greatly 
during that time, as tho vessel was not in 
the least adapted to passenger carrying. 
In this storm the oil for tho binnacle had 
been washed overboard, and, therefore, 
tho butter from the table had to be used 
for that purpose until a blackiish was 
caught, when the butter was again used 
for its proper purpose. When the ship put 
in at Rio Janeiro for ropairs, the passen- 
gers were able to take a three weeks’ rest, 
and a wealthy Scotch merchant kindlv in- 
vited Mrs. Armstrong and another lady to 
his home during that time. Tho beauties 
of Rio Janeiro were described, and the sad 
feelings inspired by the sight of slaves 
carrying hags of colfee on their hacks 
through the plantation chanting in Span- 
ish, “I’m a poor slave! I’m a poor slave,” 
as they worked. 

“I thank God.” said Mrs. Armstrong, 
“that my son, who was horn in a pagan 
land, is doing missionary work in a Chris- 
tian land at Hampton.” An interesting 
account of the gathering of missionaries 
on the Hawaiian Islands, the modes oi 
transportation and of living was then 
given, a small model of a grass-thatched 
hut being used to illustrate a description 
of the native houses. Tho curiosities upon 
the table wero taken up and their uses ex- 

} >lained by the speaker, tho next in order 
>eing a circlet of yellow “oboli” feathers, 
valued at $500, similar to tho ono worn by 
Queen Kapiolaui while she was in Boston. 
Then there was a necklace made of woven 
threads of human hair, clasped by a pol- 
ished human hone, several beautiful speci- 
mens of “kapa,” a kind of cloth made by 
beating out the hark of trees, which was 
patterned in rude, yet often harmonious, 
designs, by a block of wood in which vari- 
ous designs were cut; a pipe smoked by 
Kamahamaha 1., and some very line rush 
matting. Native utensils, polished cocoa- 
nut howls, rare wood made up into all sorts 
of dishes, amt a calabash bottle covered 
with odd carving and inlaying. 

Many other interesting articles from Mr. 
Gilman’s tine collection were viewed by 
the ladies at the close of Mrs. Armstrong’s 
earnest and charming talk. Mrs. B. 
Spaulding, who wont out in the saino ship 
with Mrs. Armstrong, is now on a visit to 
friends in Providence, her homo being at 
Evanston, 111. These two ladies, who 
went out to this Held as brides, and who 
bade one another lorewoll on an island of 
the Pacific, will meet again after these 
many years at. Mrs. Gilman’s home, as 
Mrs. Spaulding is expected to arrive in 
Newton at any moment.

It is amassing what nit amount of curious 
and valuable information has been brought, 
together by Isanc Taylor, an English Vicar, | 
in his book bearing tho above title, ami 
published by MacMillan iVr Co. Ills object 
has been to trace ihe oiigiu of names, and 
thus to note the history, which names em- 
body and picscrvn. The book is a perfect 
treasury of rare facts and is probably t he 
most complete work of the kind in our 
language. 

.Selecting at random somo illustrations 
we know that tho following derivations 
will not only instruct hut perhaps surprise 
some to whom such study is new. 

1. A Spruce person was originally a per- 
son dressud in the Prussian fashion, for 
Prussia and Spruce, were interchangeable 
words. 

2. Bosh, was imported from Africa, from 
tho Cape region, the metaphor having boon 
taken Horn the worthless hush which is 
burned every autumn. “It isj|all bosh,’’ 
means it is is worthless like the low rub- 
bishy hush wood which must be cut and 
burned out of the way. 

51. Derrick, a machine for raising heavy 
weights and gallows, perpetuates tho 
memory of a hangman of tlio days of 
Elizabeth. 

4. Worsted, takes its name from Wor- 
stead, a village near Norwich, England. 

5. Yankee, is probably an East Indian 
corruption of Anglois or English. 

0. Shawl, is the name of a valley in 
Affglianistan. 

7. Sarcenet was originally a silken 
fabric, derived from tlio Saracens. 

S. Farthing, is tlio fourtliiug or quarter 
of a penny. 

1). Tariff, from the town Tarifa, whence 
tho Moorish cruisers rallied forth to plun- 
der vessels. Their plunder, however, was 
orderly and upon a fixed scale of payment. 
The sum thus paid became known as the 
tariff. 

10. Assassin, from the name of a tribe 
of Syrian lunatics, who considered murder

29th. After this week the date of the 
paper will be changed to Friday. the day on 
which it is printed. 

THE TEMPERANCE Ql'EHTIOW. 

Two prominent citizens of Newton were 
interviewed the past week in regard to this 
question, Hon. Robert R. Bishop and Col. 
Edward II. Haskell. Their views are of 
especial interest at this time, in view of the 
coming state election. 

Mr. Bishop spoke especially of the duty 
of every voter who wishes to promote tho 
cause of temperance. Let him vote for 
the third party candidates, he said, and the 
result will be to assist in defeating strong 
and sterling temperance men, nominees of 
the Republican party, to such an extent as 
to jeopardize temperance measures and the 
hope of temperance reform in the Legisla- 
ture. His vote, if so thrown, will simply 
be in aid of the Democratic party and its 
measures, and will tend to secure the elec- 
tion of its candidates. If last year tho 
Prohibitory party had not, by diverting the 
temperance vote, elected several Democrat- 
ic members cf the Senate, the public would 
not have now to lament the failure of ad- 
mirable and important temperance meas- 
ures passed by the House but defeated in 
the Senate. The llepubli<N«i party is com- 
posed, by a large majority, of temperance 
men, and it is tho only party which offers 
any hope of effective temperance legisla- 
tion in the state, and it is the only party 
which offers any hope oT effective temper- 
ance legislation in the futurc.Let the temper" 
ance man, then, unless he prefers the deluge, 
in the hope of dry land afterward, do every- 
thing in his power to strengthen the tem- 
perance sinew and nerve in the Republican 
party. 

Col. Haskell, who has lately become a 
resident of Newton Centre, took an even 
more decided stand, and said “that the 
cause of temperance can bo best promoted 
by an avowed determination of the Repub- 
lican party iu this state to take a manly 
stand, both in the state convention and in 
their legislative policy, the coming winter, 
against the saloon and its corrupting and 
demoralizing influences. Let them take 
this position squarely, and be prepared to 
defend it, not because of tho temporary 
good, or bad effects it may have on tho 
party, and without reference to the votes 
which may be gained or lost, but because 
this issue has become a paramount one to 
the great mass of our fellow-citizens, and 
is of the most vital concern, as a measure 
of public policy, also, to all our people. 
Let the Republican party take up this issue 
as one involving the highest moral consid- 
erations, as it did the slavery question, and 
there can be no doubt either as to the issue 
of such a contest or the ultimate beneficial 
effects that will accrue to it as a result of 
such action. I believe the time has come 
w’heu the Republican party should 
champion the cause of temperance through- 
out the length and brer.dth of our bind; and 
it should do it honestly, fearlessly and 
oRont vigorously.” 

Both of these gentlemen are leaders of 
the Republican party, and have great in- 
fluence in its councils. Judging from their 
expressed views, they seem to bu fully as 
much interested in the temperance cause 
us any of our Third Party friends. 

The collection of local town histories in 
our Newton Library is respectable and 
- highly appreciated. It might bo extended 
• so as to include, at least, those of Eastern 
-Massachusetts, and are especially such as 
the recent History of Easton, tho History 
of Dedham, of Dorchester, of Framingham 
ami the towns adjoining, etc.

The 
illustrations were made from the hand- 
some photographs of the buildings, which 
are exclusively made by tho French Gov- 
ernment. E. 11. House’s charming Japan- 
ese st, *ry. "The Sam nil Flame of Turin Ji,” 
is concluded in t.his number. It is exquis- 
itely illustrated. Octavo Tlmnet contributes 
a strong and pat hetic story of the Arkansas 
rivoi-oottotn.H, entitled “The Mortgage on 
Jolly, ” which contains a very otignial mo- 
tive Mid flue c.huructur-drawiug. Under 
the title of “In the Village of Vigor,” 
Mr. Dun. an (’. Scott contributes several 
charming character-sketches of Canadian 
village lite. Tho poetry of the number in- 
clude.* a delicate tribute to Thackeray by 
II. C. Bunncr, entitled “On Heading Cer- 
tain Published Letters of W. M. T. a 
sonnet called “Freedom,” by Elyot Weld; 
ami poems by Graham It. Tomson and 
Clutiles Edwin Markham. 

TIIK CENTURY. 

College men will turn first in the October 
Century, to tho paper on “The American 
Game of Foot-ball,” written by Professor 
Alexander Johnston of'Prineeton, in which 
the development of tho Rugby game on 
this side of the Atlantic is described, and 
interesting aspects of the game are con- 
sidered. This paper is admirably illustra- 
ted with spirited drawings by Irving R. 
Wiles. The frontispiece of tho number 
is a striking portrait of Harriet Beecher 
Stowe. engraved by T. Johnson 
from a photograph by Sarony. This 
portrait is apropos of a paper by 
James Lane Allen, entitled, “Mrs. Stowe’s

the old time, in a series of typical scenes. 
The illustrations, by Air. Kemble, drawn 
from life, reproduce characteristically tho 
epoch which Air. Allen describes. Tho 
Lincoln History and the war papers are of 
tho usual interest and value. It is an- 
nounced that tho battle series will close in 
the November number. Mr. Stockton’s 
“The Hundredth Man” is concluded, and 
of course ends with a surpriso for t he read- 
er— else it could not be by Air. Stockton. 
Air. Stedman contributes a paper of criti- 
cism, entitled “Twelve Years of British 
Song.” The pootry of the number includes

A charming story by Aliss 
Alcott, with which it opens, lends strength 
to tho hope that there are more to come in 
the new year of Sr. Nicholas. The present 
story is entitled “An Ivy Spray.” Frank 
R. Stockton contributes one of iiis capital 
personally conducted papers, on “The Low 
Countries and the Rhine.” with abundant 
illustrations of the many interesting scenes 
described. “General Grant at Vicksburg” 
is tho title of General Adam Badean’s war 
story, which is pleasantly supplemented 
by a very clevei Southern sketch, “Ole 
Alum my Prissy,” by Jessie C. Glaaiur. the 
author of the amusing story, “A* Gun- 
powder Plot,” in the July number. There 
are four characteristic illustrations by E. 
W. Kemble. John R. Coryell tells about 
tho curious habits of an absurd bird with 
the qlieer namo Kiwi-Kiwi, ami Alary J. 
Salford writes about a self-respecting and 
knowing dog that stopped a mutiny. George 
J. Manson telis ambitious youths how they 
may become successful dry-goods mer- 
chants; while boys of a more literary turn 
may gain encouragement from “Tho Boy- 
hood of John Greonleni Whittier,” as loid 
by W. II. Jlidciug. Nora Perry, Alary 
Alapes Dodge, Rossiter Johnson, Frank 
Sherman. Alice Wellington Rollins, Juniata 
Stafford, and Margaret Vnndogrift arc 
among the other contributors. 

The Atlantic Monthly for October opens 
with a series of letters edited by Lucrotia 
P. Halo and Edw in Lassettor Bynnor,whiqh 
are published under tho title of “An Un- 
closeted Skeleton,” Whether they really 
are old letters, ora clever story into tho 
form of correspondence, the reader must 
discover for himself. l.)r. Holmes’s iiunl 
paper in histories is given in “Our Hundred 
Days in Europe.” The tragic incident in 
the installment of Mrs. Oliphant’s serial 
serves to bring out that power wliioli she 
never shows to butter advantage than when 
she depicts some sudden and tern hlo oc- 
currence in the midst, of the prosaic sur-

Houghton, Milllin & Co., Boston. 

Tho popularity of Frank R. Stockton as 
a story writer is attested by tho fact that 
tho Scribner’s have sold over 110,000 copies 
of his books; and the ilOth thousand of Mis.

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CLAFLIN GUARD ANNIVERSARY. 

ITF 17th BIRTHDAY CELEBRATED OX MON- 
DAY KVKN1XO. 


Tho 17th atiniverwtvy of the Claflin 
Guards was celobratcd at their Armory on 
Monday cvoning, with tho asRistanco of a 
large number of City government officials 
and fine members. The hall was hand- 
somely decorated with Hags and Japanese 
lanterns, the stago filled with evergreens, 
and the long tables for tho banquet ar- 
ranged in the form of a hollow square upon 
the floor. They were decorated with a 
great variety of flowers and fruits, and 
presented a very attractive sight as the 
company sat down to dinner, which was 
served in Mr. Paxton’s best stylo. Tho 
Waltham orchestra occupied a position on 
tho Rtago and discoursed fine music during 
tho dinner and at intervals afterwards. 

The invited guests occupied scats at tho 
head of tho hall and included Rev. Mr. 
Ilornbrookc, Adjutant Bcnyon and Liout. 
Edes of Col. Bancroft’s staff, Ex-Alderman 
Powers, George S. Jones, II. B. Parker, 
Lieut. French of Co. A, Captain John C. 
Kenrick, Representative Walworth, I. N. 
Peabody, Sheriff Tucker, Dr. Wobbcr. II. 
C. Daniels, Walter StearnR, City Engineer 
Noyes, J. W. Follett, and a number of other 
fine members; Mayor Kimball, Col. Kings- 
bury, and a largo delegation of aldermen 
and councilmen arrived later, after the 
meeting at City Hall had adjourned. 

After full justice had been done to the 
banquet, Captain Kennedy, who wore his 
now honors very gracefully, called tho as- 
sembly to order, and made the introduc- 
tory address, in which he referred to his 18 
years service in the company, beginning as 
a private and rising through all the grades 
of rank until he had attained to his pres- 
ent position. He paid a high compliment 
to the company for its excellent rocord. 
not only in military but in moral 
matters. It had no reason to be ashamed 
of the lecord of the company at any of the 
annual encampments. At the last one, 
the company sent 01 men, and not one of 
them failed to report for duty every day. 
No liquor was taken to the camp, as was 
the custom with some companies, and both 
officers and men were sober, and tho Claflin 
Guards stood at the head of the list in this 
respect. Captain Kennedy then Intro- 
duced in a very pleasant manner 

KEV. MB.IIOUNBHOOKE, 

who said that his military 
experience was so brief he hardly dared 
address such a company. He had been 
thinking that the compauy was indebted to 
hi in in one respect, however, and that was 
for his part in getting his people out of tho 
building, so that it might be occupied by 
the company. A train that was passing 
during Mr. Hornbrooke’s remarks, enabled 
the company to understand why the church 
left the building. Mr. Hornbrooke said 
that he was perhaps entitled to a pension, 
as he had borne a musket one day during 
the war when the town in which he lived 
was alarmed by the report that Morgan’s 
men were coming. The militia in times of 
peace was often disparaged, but it should 
be remembered that to have peace wo 
must be prepared to light for it, and that 
au organized force is often necessary for 
the protection of society. Though the 
militia may never fight, it would if there 
were occasion, and its existence would do 
much to prevent the occasion arising. At 
the time of Morgan’s raid, a company of a 
thousand untrained men was captured by 
50 of his well disciplined foice, which 
proved the importance of training and dis- 
cipline. To do the most effective work, a 
militia must be well organized, and though 
you may never have to do such work, we 
are confident you will do your duty if the 
occasion should arise, and that you will 
acquit yourselves like men in the hour of 
trial. 

Mr. E. tl. Frye of Wellesley was then in- 
troduced, and gave some humorous recita- 
tions, which were received with laughter 
and applause, especially the story of Cap- 
Dempsey’s speech. 

Captain Kennedy said that there was no 
question of the expediency of maintaining 
a state militia, as had been proved by the 
street railway riots at Cambridge last 
spring when Mayor Russell called out the 
militia; the riot ceased at once. In this 
city, in lt>7fi, when tho water works were 
being put in, there was a riot among the 
Itaiiaus employed upon the work, and the 
Clatlin Guards were ordered to he in readi- 
ness for service, but fortunately they were 
not required. lie then introduced the 
chief executive officer of the city, as a 
man who appreciated tho importance of a 
local military company. 

M.VYOlt K I Mil AI.I, 

was received with great applause, and 
apologized for the lateness of the hour at 
which the members of tho eity government 
arrived. lie congratulated the company 
on the completion of its 17 years of exist- 
ence. and presented the regrets of ex-Gov. 
Clatlin, alter whom the company was 
named, who was kept away by another en- 
gagement, hut wished to have the eompany 
know of his interest in their welfare. 
Mayor Kimball said that lie agreed perfect- 
ly with Captain Kennedy, as to the impor- 
tance of having a well-organized State mi- 
litia and ho was very glad that Newton had 
a eompany, and tho beautiful Armory was 
evidence that the city government was lib- 
erally disposed toward the company. We 
have no standing armies in this country, be- 
cause the people themselves take part in 
the government and are patriotic and in- 
telligent, but there are times when some 
organized force is needed. The expense of 
maintaining the militia was not large, and 
he was sure that the city government 
would grant any reasonable request of tho 
company, and their record entitled them 
to every consideration. He congratulated 
the company on its recent excellent choice 
of officers, and ou tho good feeling and en- 
thusiasm that prevailed iu the ranks, and 
he assured them of the best wishes and 
support of the people of Newton. 

Captain Kennedy then introduced one 
who knew wliut it was to shoulder a mus- 
ket and perform a sentinel's duty at night.

FIRST MKKTINO AFTER TUB SUMMER VACA- 
TION. 


About one hundred members and Ruosts 
of the Newton Congregation nl Club iratli- 
erod in the pleasant parlors of tho Second 
Church, West Nowtoti, on Monday evening. 
The doors were opened at 5 o’clock and 
supper was servod at (1, Itev. W. 8. Smith 
invoking tho divino blessing. At 7. <10 tho 
exercises of tho evening were commenced, 
the intervening time having boon devoted 
to social intercourse. 

Hov. Mr. Evans of Nonantum opened tho 
meeting with prayer. President Hyde oc- 
cupied tho chair ami spoko briolly. Hov. 
H. .1. Patrick, tho delegate to tho meeting 
of Congregational dubs at Salem, reported 
a hearty reception and a good time. Pres- 
ident Hyde, who also attended tho gather- 
ing, added that Brother Patrick rather as- 
tonished tho Salemites hy his lire and elo- 
quence. 

HRV. CALVIN CUTLER, 
on behalf of tho Outlook Committee, said 
that they found it hard to exerciso their 
functions at present, as there is something 
in tho atmosphere that prevents clear vis- 
ion. A grand opportunity exists for tho 
exorcise of Christian charity and forbear- 
ance. Discussion is not to bo feared, for 
tho days of bitterness and strife are gone, 
never to return. In our own city all tho 
pastors are with their tiocks again with the 
exception of ono “Latnb,” who is absent, 
but whoso place is filled by another whom 
wo are glad to have witli us to-night. Ono 
of the societies has begun workon a now 
house of worship, and looking over the 
fence, as wo are porinittod to do, wo find 
tho Baptist church at Newton Centre erect- 
ing a handsome temple of worship. 
Above, the sky is clear, and tho Holy Spirit 
waits to descend on the churches. The 
committee believes tho time is npo for a 
great awaking, and nsks if some earnest, 
wise evangelist mny not bo the moans of 
starting the movement? 

Tho executive committee had no report 
to make. President llydo spoke of tho 
failure of the members to reply to the no- 
tices sent out, and their failure to coino 
sometimes when they bad signified their 
intention of so doing, entailing loss upon 
the club which provided suppers for 
them. 

Keuol W. Waters was proposed for mem- 
bership by D. 8. Farnhatn, the nomination 
going over until next meeting as required 
by tho rules. Messrs. Win. O. Knapp and 
Geo. Churchill were unanimously elected 
members of the club. 

REV. F. K. CLARK, 

late pastor of tho Philips church, South 
Boston, opened the discussion of the ques- 
tion of the evening— “Conditions of .Suc- 
cess in our Christian work in the immedi- 
ate future.” Mr. Clark was a Newton 
boy, his father having been pastor of tho 
church at Aulmrndale. For several years 
he has been pastor of the old Philips 
church, a post just relinquished to devote 
his whole time to the work of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor 8oeiotics.of which he was 
the founder, and is now tho National Pres- 
ident. Tho primal condition of success, 
said Mr. Clark, is the presence of the 
Holy Spirit. This is a universal condition 
of success in church work. But there are 
three conditions which arc peculiarly nec- 
essary to-day. Tho first oi these is a difi- 
niteness of conviction. The world to-day 
turns to the Christian church for a definite 
answer to the great fundamental questions 
affecting tho life to come. Wo must be 
able to say we know absolutely the truth 
of the essentials of Christian belief. 
Doubt on our part may moan the loss of 
many souls. 

A 'second condition was a definiteness of 
expectation. This looking for success is 
the secret of the success of a wise evangel- 
ist. In the spring the crop is sown and in 
tiio autumn tho farmer expects the har- 
vest. So it should bo in the church. Let 
us prepare the field, looking to tho week of 
prayer as our harvest-time when wo shall 
gather the fruits of our labor. More should 
bo made of the week of prayer which is 
the climax of the year. The work must he 
done before, but why should we not ex- 
pect, at this season to reap a bountiful liar- 
vert? 

Definiteness of organization is the third 
condition of success. Cold, formal organ- 
ization will not accomplish the end, but a 
thorough organization full of life and spirit 
can do a great work. Wo find organization 
in the material world all around us, 
especially in Massachusetts where there is 
machinery capable of producing as much 
as half the working population of the 
world, 100,000,000, using brawn and muscle 
only. If organization in the industrial 
world is so successful, why should it not 
bo employed in church work? Mr. Clark 
here referred to the work accomplished 
in South Boston by organization, without 
which be could never have reached success, 
and set the congregation to work. For after 
all, he continued, the unit is tho individual, 
and (iod works through each one of us for 
the conversion of the world. 

After singing “Just as 1 am” by the 
company, Mr. Clark iu reply to a question 
of Mr. Gilman, gave an outline of the 
organization in his church. The young 
people uro organized into ten committees 
of nvo each, which are changed every six 
mouths. Each committee has its own 
special field of labor, and makes a month- 
ly report of its work. The ladies also 
have their committees and societies. On 
tho last night of his pastorate four reports 
were presented from the Sunday School, 
tiie Ladies Societies, the Christian En- 
deavor Society, and the Chapel Committee, 
He had always made it a point to be 
present, and nssist the young people at their 
meetings, and always kept himself iu- 
foimcd of tliuir work. 

REV. II. J. PATRICK 
thought that in Newton with its seven 
scattered churches, it was itnpossiblejto do 
what had been done iu South Boston in the 
way of mapping out the work. But much 
could he done, and lie offered as three con- 
ditions for success : first, a belter acquain 
tanco with each other} second, a heartier, 
warmer fellowship; third, a concei ted ac- 
tion for the conversion of souls. Tho 
seven churches in Newton should do 
magnificent work, but what wore they 
really doing for the conversion of souls? 

Too many look upon the church as a 
place oi privilege, said 

REV. W. H. SMITH, 

mid not as a place iu which to work for 
Christ's Kingdom. Each should ask tlu* 
question, “la there any part of tho work 
from which 1 would ho missed, were 1 to 
be taken away?” God puts us in a special 
church for a special work, and we should 
do something for Him. 


REV. O. C. PHIPPS 

computed the moral force of a church to 
the accumulated power in the balance 
wheel of a machine, which enables it to 
punch cold steel. Tho power in tho wheel 
is so great dial the punch must l»e forced 
through the steel or something give way. 
So il, should he in a church. There should 
ho that niotai force which enables the 
pastor to accomplish whatever lie attempts. 
Each individual must he equal to the st rain 
put upon him. or the machine becomes 
shaky and cannot do its work. 

I)R. I). O. BARRINGTON 
thought that the pastors should direct the 
efforts at organization, anti lay out the 
Work for the churches. 

MIL MOORE 

of West, Newton thought wlmt Mr. Patrick 
had said of the seven churches of Newton, 
was true of each one. We should all of us 
feel tho necessity of individual effort, and 
try to help each other to it. A church may 
he thoroughly organized, and have thu 
Spirit present, lint unless there he some 
ono to oetrin the work it will never be ac- 
complished. 

The next muuting of tho club will he 
held Nov. 21, ail amendment to the by-laws 
providing that the third Monday of 
every month ho tho date of tho meeting 
having been passed. 


City Government. 

Both branches of tiie City Council held 
short sessions on Monday ovetiiug, the 
hoard of aldermen holding a special meet- 
ing to confirm an election officer. All tho 
members hut Alderman Harwood were 
present, and Mayor Kimball presided. 

TIIE FIRE RECORD. 

Chief Bixby presented his report for tho 
quarter ending’Sept. .70, 18S7, of tho tiros 
in the city. There were II alarms, 7 from 
signal stations and 4 still alarms and by 
telephone. Seven buildings were damaged, 
and the loss was $1,2*70; the insurance paid 
was $111,50; the loss on contents was $540 
and the insurance paid was $500. The to- 
tal insurance at risk was $18,500. Six of 
tiie tires were incendiary, three from fire- 
works and 1 from matches} J’,000 feet of 
hose were used, 220 feet of ladders, and the 
miles traversed hy the fire companies were 
127. The time of the firemen was 23 hours 
and 70 minutes. 

Milo F. Hargadon was confirmed as depu- 
ty clerk of Ward 3. 

The hill of tho water department for the 
water used in sprinkling tho streets was 
presented; 14,458,710 gallons have been 
used, and tho bill was $1,075,04. This 
leaves hut $20 of the appropriation for 
watering the streets, which is the reason 
why the watering carts was taken off last 
Saturday. 

The order for a plank sidewalk on Ham- 
mond street, Ward (l, from Ward to Beacon, 
to cost $700, was reported with the ap- 
proved of the Highway committee, and 
was passed. 

Alderman Johnson presented the appli- 
cation of Clias. Lawrence for license to 
erect a stahlo on Ncwtonvillo avenue. Ward 
2. corner of Harvard street. 30 by 30. I. 
N. Peabody applied for license to erect a 
slied for storage in Ward 7, 20 by 10 feet. 
Win. Pettigrew gave notice of his inten- 
tion to erect a dwelling house on Aspen 
ovenuc, Ward 4, 85 hy 55 feet; and one on 
Chestnut street. Ward 3, 4S l»y 42, to he 
built of wood and stone. 

The Newton Centre associates asked for 
a street lamp on Pleasant street, to light 
the entrance of tho new reading room. 

TIIE COMMON COUNCIL. 

In the common council, President Coffin 
presided, and Councilman Kennedy, Moody 
and Pond were absent. Business from 
the board of aldermen was disposed of in 
concurrence. 

The order appropriating $2,500 for the 
use of tho Highway department caused 
some debate, and at first failed to receive 
tho neecessary two thirds vote, Council- 
man Powell voting no. After the arrival 
of other members, Councilman Powell 
moved a reconsideration, and the order 
was passed unanimously. 

After other routine business, both 
branches adjourned at 7.45. 


The New Theology. 

Tho attitude of the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions to- 
wards tho so-called new theology, has be- 
come a matter of public interest and is 
meeting with rather severe condemnation. 
Hon. K. R. Bishop says of it: 

‘•1 think the conduct of the extremists 
on the side of the majority in t ho Ameri- 
can Board, before and during the meeting, 
unworthy of themselves and of Congrega- 
tionalism. I by no means say this of all, 
ami do not mean to say that the extremists 
have conciously started out of set purpose 
to do a wrong act, but they are given over 
to partizan zeal. Tho campaign edition of 
tho Independent, sent gratuitously to 
everybody before the meeting, and distrib- 
uted hy tiie cartload at Springtied, was a 
thoroughly discreditable paper. When 1 
read its wholly unwarranted attack upon 
Professor Smyth on tho Sabbath question, 
coming out in this number too late for con- 
tradiction, it reminded me of similar at- 
tacks upon political candidates on tho eve 
of elections. In the arguments at tho 
meeting the extremists insisted upon their 
own interpretation- of their opponents’ 
views, that is, they set up a man of straw, 
painted him the color they saw, and pro- 
ceeded to knock him down. 1 have no 
doubt that the real man looks to them just 
as they paint the other, hut wo have a law 
iu this State against tho employment of 
color blind public servants. 

“The houso of lords in England is in 
danger because of tho grievances that the 
Queen and ministry can create peers to 
turn the scale of groat questions, but tho 
American Board pauses ill tho midst of a 
great debate to elect reinforcements for 
one side. I think also that tiie principle 
on which the new men (dountless excellent 
men personally) were elected was worse 
than the manner of their election; the 
question iu the minds of those lesponsiblo 
for their choice seems to have been, ‘How 
can we host perpetuate our view?’ instead 
of ‘How can we host represent the Congre- 
gational denomination?' If tho latter had 
been the question it dues seem as if a class 
of men like, for instance, Timothy Dwight, 
president of Yale College; Dr. John P. 
Gulliver of Andover, a veteran Congrega- 
tional scholar, whose theological views are 
certainly satisfactory to the majority, or 
Prof. Edward 1*. Crowell of Amherst, 
a hose theologioal views 1 do not know, 
but to whose judicial and Christian spirit l 
would leave tho settlement of any question, 
might have been selected. 

"On the whole. I am inclined to agree 
witli what George M. Stearns says about 
rushing straight into a stroke iu politics 
[religion | witliuut|stoppiug to see what tho 
result will he."

AEPRENKIVTATIVK CAHD1DATRN. 

Tho caucuses for tho selection of dolc- 
•gatoo to the Republican representative con- 
vention are called for Saturday night of 
next wcok, and the claims of various enn- 
•didates arc boing discussed with much in 
terost. 

The custom of giving a representative a 
.second term will ho followed in tho case of 
Mr. Walworth, as ho made an excellent 
record the first year, and is entitled to the 
honor. For the second representative 
there will be a more or less lively contest. 

The two leading candidates appear to 
l>e ex-Alderman Powers and City Solicitor 
tSlocum, cither of whom would fill the 
duties of the position with credit to the 
city. A correspondent, who is one of tho 
Jeading Republicans of Newton, presents 
the claims of Mr. Slocum in another col- 
umn with considerable force, and endorses 
Qiini as a man who would always bo found 
on the right side of the temperance ques- 
tion, in whatever form it came up. It 
would be fair to say, however, that any 
-Newton representative could probably be 
depended on to do the same, out of regard 
for Ins own political prospects, if for no 
Jiigher reason. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Slocum would make 
an excellent oflicial, and he would "in 
every way represent Newton most faith- 
fully,” as our corresDondout asserts. He 
has exceptional ability, a record that will 
hear the closest scrutiny, and lie is a repre- 
•sentative Newton man, familiar with its in- 
terests, and capable of looking out for 
them should they be threatened by adverse 
legislation. 

The locality argument that is advanced 
in his favor is not entitled to much weight 
.in a city like Newton, but all the weight 
thero is in this argument is iu favor of Mr. 
Slocum. Ward 2 claims that it has not had 
a representative of its own choice for at 
least fifteen years, and that as a simple 
matter of justice and fairness, it is entitled 
to the office this yoar. 


M'HOOL BOARD CAl'CrNEN. 

'Why would it not be n good plan to have 
separate caucuses for members of the 
.school board, at which all women who are 
entitled to vote should be admitted, and 
bo given mi opportunity to have some voice 
in the selection of candidates? 

There are strong arguments in favor of 
snch a plan, and very little to be said 
•against it. The mot tiers of the city are 
more directly interested in the public 
schools than the fathers, and they are in a 
■majority of cases better qualiiicd to express 
.an opinion. They are given an opportuni- 
ty to vote, it is true, for members of tho 
school board, but tliev have no voice in the 
nominations, and have to vote for such 
candidates as the men may select. 

This is neither just, nor fair. Tho right, 
to nominate should accompany the right 
to vote, and it would he only courteous to 
allow them this privilege. It would be 
worth the trying for one year at least, and 
there is every probability that the result 
would he a distinct improvement in the 
candidates selected. Had the policy been 
pursued in recent years, it is probable that 
more care would have been exercised in 
the choice of members, and some deplora- 
ble mistakes would not have been made. 
The usual practice of leaving the choice of 
candidates for the school board until the 
fag end of a convention, when every one is 
tired, and then nominating any one who 
will stand, must not be followed in the 
future, if we expect our schools to keep up 
with t lie great advances that are being 
made ill oilier cities. It would certainly 
.do no harm to allow the women a chance 
rtbis year, and it might prove to be a very 
iuccessftil experiment. 

AH r.HFOUADED Itl'VlOII. 

The Boston Herald on Monday caused 
quite a sensation by publishing tho follow- 
ing: **3t is 'immured that Hon. Robert It. 
Bishop will enter the political arena as tho 
Republican candidate for Mayor.” 

The rumor had not the slightest founda- 
tion, save perhaps iu tho tact that Mr. 
|ft*knp hive been suggested as 
one of rthu Wrongest candidates 
that could’ be nominated against Mayor 
Kim bail. A representative of the 
tttl&puic called on Mr. Bishop, who was 
Loth surprised and amused when informed 
oilAbe rumor. He said that he would not 
ttccept the nomination under any circuin- 
stauces. The office was one of great hon- 
or, aud any man might well feel proud of 
boiug elected Mayor of Nowtou, but lie 
.could not accept such an oflice without se- 
rious neglect of very important private 
.business. 

Thf. plan of electing all city officials by 
ballot, instead of by the present method of 
appointment by the City Council, is being 
.agitated. This would give us a ticket of 


about a yard in length, and tnnko the woik 
of counting the returns about twice as dif- 
ficult ns at present, but whether any useful 
purpose would be served is tho question. 
Tho present method has secured satisfac- 
tory officials, as a geueial thing, and the 
City Council is composed of picked men, 
who know more about city affairs, the 
merits and demerits of the officials in ques- 
tion, than tho average voter could ho ex- 
pected to know. If there is any good ren- 
son for the change, it. ought to he made 
public, but those who are advocating it 
ought to know that a change would require 
a special not. of tho legislature, and that 
the City Council lias no power to make the 
change. 

The new electric car on the Cambridge 
road was a disappointment on account of 
tho slow rate of speed. We hope this will 
not discourage the Newton Street. Railway 
from any experiment with electricity. The 
defect in the Boston car will probably ho 
remedied long before tho Newton road be- 
gins operations. 

The Republican; ward and city commit- 
tee met nt City Hall, Thursday evening, and 
decided to hold the representative caucuses 
on Saturday evening. October 22nd; tho 
city convention, Wednesday evening, Oct. 
20th. Tho Senatorial convention will be 
Held in Waltham next Wednesday. 

Judge Pitm an will president tho Pro- 
hibitory ratification meeting in Music Hall, 
Boston, next Monday evening. He seems to 
bo the only Massachusetts judge that 
takes an active part in politics.

The street railway meeting at Associates’ Hall 
la»t Saturday evening, proved to he a very amusing 
affair. It was called to oppose the street railwuy 
location in Heacon street, and just the opposite 
action was taken. Hon. H. It. Kishop presided, 
Councilman Read was secretary and some 75 persons 
were present. Mr. W. E. Webster opposed the 
location and advocated Homer street. Mr. C. S. 
Davis favored lleacon street, and saidthut as l»e 
had over 17»n feet of land and 7 lmuses on tlm 
street, he was more interested than Mr. Webster, 
who only owned 100 feet. The Beacon street locu- 
tion was the heat for all parties, he thought. Mr. 
Henry Rosa and Mr. Itand advocated Heacon strut t. 
Mr. Ross saying that it would lake from ft to s 
minutes to walk from Homer street to the cemetery. 
Mr. Webster introduced u series of revolution's, 
t iving as tlm sense of the meeting that tho rail- 
way should be on Homer stieeL Mr. Rami moved 
to amend by inserting Beacon street in place of 
Homer. After considerable discussion .Mr. Rand's 
amendment was curried l»v one vote, 27 to •>. a 
vote was then taken on Mr. Kami’s resolutions, 
which resulted in ‘M yeas ami 20 days. Mr. Webster 
then asked what lin’d Income of Ids resolutions, 
and was told by the chairman that limy hud been 
lost h v the substitution of Mr. Rand's amendment. 
Mr. Webster limn asked opportunity to read Ills 
-.■solutions again, lint the meeting adjourned. 
The proceedings gave rise to some confusion, ami 
it bus been reported that the meeting voted in 
favor ol’ Homer street, and iu favor of Beacon, hut 
it seems to have been a drawn battle. It was notice- 
aide that not a word was said against the street 
railwuy.

j Steam Heat for Railway Cars. 

| In conversation with a gentleman con- 
i nected with the Allston shops of tho B. & 
j A. R. R., ho said that there were at pres- 
I ent some eighty cars fitted with tho Mar- 
I tin Anti-Fire Heater. All the new dome- 
! roof cars, which have attracted so much 
attention, are fitted with this heating ap- 
paratus. The steam is taken from the en- 
gine and carried through the cars in pipes 
so arranged that as soon as the coupling 
in tho pipe between the oars is loosened, 
any water that may have accumulated is 
immediately drained off, thus preventing 
: tho possibility of freezing the pipes when 
' not in use. The pipes of the Baker heater, 
now in many of the cars, can not be used 
| because they are not automatically drained. 
Cars are being fitted with the now system 
at the rate of four or five a day, and travel- 
lers on Uie B. Jc. A. may hope to be de- 
livered soon from the deadly car stove. 

When asked if the taking of the steam 
from the engine did not diminish the effi- 
ciency, tho gentleman said he iiad been 
told by ougineers that in heating six or 
seven cars there was no appreciative loss 
of steam or increase of heat necessary. 
The fear of being scalded in case of ucci- 
dont was entirely unfounded. The pres- 
sure was not sufficient to burn one a foot 
away, from a fracture in a pipe. The pipes 
would probably break between the cars 
where they are unprotected and not in the 
interior. 

The advantages possessed by the system 
are four fold— the greatly increased safety 
for the public, a gain of three or four seats 
iu each car, meaning a greater carrying 
capacity, a dimunition of cost iu heating, 
it being practically nothing, and the saviug 
of labor heretofore entailed in the care of 
tho stoves. The loss of steaui and heating 
power in passing from ear to car is very 
slight.

CITY GOVERNMENT. 

THK STREET RAILWAY FINALLY CltANTEl) 
ITS LOC A TION. 

The meeting of tlio board of Aldermen 
Monday night attracted a number of 
visitors fromjNewton Centro, and also the of- 
ficers of tlio street railway company. For the 
first time since be has held the office, Mayor 
Kimball was absent, having been called to 
Westboro by a telegram announcing the 
dangerous illness of his mother. Alderman 
Puttee presided and all the other members 
were present. The latter part of the meet- 
ing was rendered quite exciting by the 
final struggle over the street railway 
location, and it was finally granted, just 
as asked for by the company. 

REGULAR BUSINESS, 

The minutes of the last meeting wore 
read and approved. Business from the 
Common Council was disposed of in con- 
currence. 

S. F. Smith petitioned to have tlio street 
lamp in front of his residence on Centro 
street restored. Alderman Hollis said 
this was only one of a number of cases 
where a street lamp had been so placed as 
ta illuminate a driveway or a front door, 
and ho had visited the place after dark and 
found that the street was sufficiently light- 
ed by the electric lights; that was what 
the street lights were for and he was in 
favor of giving the petitioner leave to 
withdraw. He permitted, however, tlio 
petition to follow the regular order and ho 
referred to tlio street lamp committee. 

Constable Lalfie presented his report of 
the dog business during the summer. He 
had killed 57 dogs unlicensed and without 
owners, and had caused to he licensed a 
large number of dogs. 

The residents on the west side of 
Waverley Avenue and Sargent street 
asked to be relieved from surface water 
which flowed over their grounds from the 
street, doing great damage, and which the 
city ought to take care of. 

A street lamp was asked for on Emerson 
street, half way between Pearl and Boyd 
streets. 

Licenses weregrauted to Clias. Lawrence 
for stable on Newtonville Avenue, and I. 

X. Peabody, for shed on Pearl street. 

Thos. Halfrey gave notice of intention to 
enlarge his house on Faxon street. 

John F. Payne applied for a sixth class 
liquor license, for his new drug store in the 
new brick block in Newtonville and the 
application was ordered published in the 
Newton Graphic. 

An order for the payment of $18,00 for 
taxes on land purchased by the city of 
Michael Lesse was laid on the table, the 
miscellaneous appropriation being exhaust- 
ed. 

CITY BONUS. 

Alderman Grant moved that the two 
orders, one for the issuing of $100,000 
in certificates of indebtedness, at 3 1-3 per 
cent interest, and the other for the sale of 
$05,000 of these certificates, be rescinded, it 
having been found that in the present state 
oi th6 money market 3 1-2 per cent bonds 
could not be sold for more than 02 or 03 
cents. The finance committee thought it 
would be well to make the bonds bear four 
per cent, in which case it was thought they 
could be disposed of at more than par. 

The orders were rescinded and other 
orders were passed, for the preparation of 
$100, 0(H) in 1,000 4 per cent bonds, the city 
treasurer being authorized to dispose of 
them to the amount of $05,000, the proceeds 
to be credited to the water construction 
account. 

George W. Lamon, proprietor of the 
Central House, asked for a license to set 
up a pool table, stating that he had been a 
resident of the city for 30 years, had kept 
a hotel for 10 years or more and had never 
violated the law in any respect; referred to 
the license committee. 

A license was granted to John W. White 
to form a drum corps in Newton Highlands, 
provided that the practice should not dis- 
turb the public. 

An order was presented authorizing the 
citv treasurer to advance to the city 
solicitor $200, on account of suits to be 
brought against the city and for other 
legal expenses; laid on the table as the 
miscellaneous appropriation was exhausted. 

Alderman Grant reported with the ap- 
proved of the finance committee the peti- 
tion of the Clatlin Guards that they be 
allowed the entire receipts of the Armory 
for tin* year 1887, and tlio petition was 
granted. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$50,050. tor the expenses of the eity during 
November. 

THE STREET RAILWAY LOCATION. 
Alderman Ward brought up the street 
railway location by presenting a petition 
from the property owners of Homer street, 
with but one or two exceptions, praying 
that the street railway be located on their 
street, as it would accommodate more 
people than the Beacon street route, and it 
was a direct and feasible route from the 
cemetery to the Centre. It was endorsed 
by Ex-Alderman Mason, who has recently 
bought property on Centre near Homer 
street, and by others. 

A remonstrance from the residents of 
Beacon street was also presented, praying 
that no location should he granted on 
Beacon street, as it would he an injury to 
their property and a damage to the .street, 
Alderman Grant said that this matter 
brought up tlio whole question of a loca- 
tion, and he moved to take the order in re- 
gard to it from the table, whidli was done. 
He.theu presented an amendment to the 
nirreoment adopted at the last meeting, that 
the turn outs on Walnut street opposite 
t ho Clatlin School be omitted, also the one 
on Beacon street, near the Mason School 
building, and that the one at Lower Falls 
bo moved east of Wales street. The agree- 
ment as amended passed. 

The granting of tlio location then came 
up, and the board took a recess of 20 
minutes, to talk the matter over, Alder- 
man Pottee having read from the public 
statutes to show that the board could only 
grant in whole or in part the location, and 
that as Homer street was not mentioned in 
tliis petition, he did not think the board 
had[any right to do anything about that 
street. 

Thore was some lively interviewing done 
during the recess, each alderman being 
surrounded by one or more eager talkers. 

After recess, Alderman Nickerson moved 
that the location bo granted. The motion 
was seconded by Alderinon Grant. 

Alderman Johnson amended by moving 
that it be granted on Walnut street only as 
far as Beacon street. This was seconded 


bp Alderman Hollis for the sake of discus- 
sion. 

Alderman Ward said that ho did not 
think it was any use to discuss the matter. 
The question had been talked over so much 
that he did not see why it should 
not be decided to night, as the Railway 
Company wanted to goto work at once. 
If the amendment was passed they not 
only would not begin, but the company 
sain that they would not build the road. 
It would have no terminus, and would not 
aecommodate the High School children. Of 
the two routes proposed at Newton Centre, 
the board should decide which would he 
of the greatest accommodation to the 
public, and not where it would most benefit 
the landholders. There were a number of 
reasons why Beacon street, would accommo- 
date the public better than Ilomer street. 
The latter had a number of curves, and the 
sudden appearance of a ear would bo likely 
to frighten horses, and also be dangerous 
to travel. The Beacon street route would 
only have one curve. In a short time ho 
thought the road would be extended down 
Beacon street to the Reservoir to meet the 
West End road, and also up Beacon sh eet 
to Waban station, even if it wero not ex- 
tended to the Highlands. lie did not 
think the road would be any particular 
damage to a street, and he wished the 
road was going to pass his house. The 
location ought to be granted at once. 

Alderman Hollis said that he hail been 
in favor of the street railway from tho 
start. The meeting at Newton Centre last 
week, called especially to protest against 
the Beacon street route, failed to pass reso- 
lutions against it, and the sentiment at 
Newton Centre seemed to be about equally 
divided. lie favored Beacon street and 
should vote against the amendment. 

Aiderman Johnson said he had no doubt 
that Beacon street was best for the rail- 
way company, but the abutters had some 
rights which the board ought to respect. 
The Beacon street residents do not. want 
the road there.and the Ilomer street people 
do want it. It was not rieht to locate the 
railway on a street where the sentiment of 
the property owners was unanimous 
against it. They should be considered by 
tho board. 

Alderman Grant said be did not expect 
that any additional information could be 
gained by the board, as the matter lmd been 
before it for a year or more. Personally 
lie was opposed to having a street railway 
in the streets of Newton, but the streets 
were built for the public, and private in- 
terests were not to be put above public 
interests. Whatever was for the public good 
ought to be done, and the street railway 
was for the benefit of the public. The 
road would pass by his house, which was 
not exactly pleasant, but he should vote 
for it nevertheless. He had examined tlio 
Beacon street route, and from all the in- 
formation ho could gather the public would 
he better served by that route than by the 
Ilomer street route. 

Alderman Nicktison said that he was at 
first opposed to a street railway in Newton, 
but there was such a demand for it that he 
did not feel justified in opposing it now. 
He hoped it would be an electric and not a 
horse railway. The route by Homer street 
would probably raise the value of the 
taxable property there, while on Beacon 
street, the road might have just the 
opposite effect, as most of the land there 
was built upon. Still as tho officers of the 
road said they would not construct the 
road unless they were given permission to 
go over Beacon street, he was in favor of 
granting it to them. 

The amendment failed to pass and tho 
location was granted, according to the 
miuostof the company, Alderman Johnson 
only voting no. 

The board then adjourned, and the 
long-drawn out struggle has ended in a 
victory for the railway company.

Newton’s Possibilities. 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


[From The Saturday Evening Gazetted 

Our delightful suburb Nowton, known as 
the ‘’Girden Gity.” is exercised in regard 
to horse-railroad facilities within its limits. 

There is something beyond this. A pro- 
ject is being entertained of extending the 
Cambridge Railroad from Watertown 
through the main street to Waltham, there 
to connect with tlio Waltham & Newton 
Horse Railroad to West Newton. This, if 
carried out, will be a section of a circuit 
road. The Newton people are agitating 
the question of a horse-railroad from Now- 
ton Centre to Newtonville. thence either 
way to West Newton and Auburndale and 
to Newton. 8o far so good; but the circuit 
drops at both ends. It has been said that 
the West End Company will extend from 
the Chestnut Hill Reservoir to Newton 
Centre, and that the terminus at Newton 
will give them a elose connection with the 
Cambridge portion of the future West End 
system. So it would, but it would be via 
Watertown, Mount Auburn, and Cam- 
bridge. 

There is another alternative, and that is 
to extend the Newton road from Newton 
along the bank of the Charles River on the 
Newton and Brighton side, up North Bea- 
con street, to connect with tlio West End 
system on Market street. From this point 
it would be a short distance through Chest- 
nut Hill avenue to the terminus of tho 
West End Railroad proper. 

This would give a horse railroad or a 
street railroad circuit worth having. More 
than this— say, from Nonantum street i.i 
Newton to Faneuil in the Brighton dis- 
trict— there would bo a river view for a 
mile or more which no street railroad in 
the state now has. 

Once utilize the river marsh hind from 
Newton to Faneuil for a horse railroad or a 
street railroad, and thero will he enterprise 
enough and capital enough to build a boul- 
evard for common travel that will equal in 
beauty what is proposed by tho Beacon 
street widening. 

Would such nu enterprise pay? Lot one 
look at the position of Nowton, and the 
question is easily answered. The City of 
Newton is by far the largest local passen- 
ger feeder ot the Boston A: Albany Rail- 
road, and the citizens of Nowton have not 
been slow in expressing their complaints of 
tho treatment of the management of this 
corporation. 

Once let the West End system take hold 
of this important connection, and the citi- 
zens of Newton will be amply provided 
with all the facilities they need to reach 
any part of Boston proper. Fkanki.ix.

THE fABClSES. 

Tho Republican caucuses aro called for 
to-morrow night, and tho convention will 
be held in City Hall, next Wednesday eve- 
ning. The Democrats will hold a mass 
caucus at the same time. The question of 
candidates has been quite thoroughly dis 
cussed; there is no opposition to the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Walworth, and tho general 
feeling seems to be in favor of sending Mr. 
Slocum as the second representative. His 
name meets with favor in all tho other 
wards, and tho probability is that ho will 
have a majority of the delegates on the 
lirst ballot. 

Ho is very highly endorsed by Repub- 
licans of ail grades, and an Independent 
voter sets forth in another column tho sen- 
timents of that large class of Newton vot- 
ers towards him. Very little, if any, “mis- 
sionary” work has been douo in his favor, 
and it does not seem to be needed, as his 
fitness is generally recognized. Indeed it 
can uot be said that there has been any 
great amount of wire pulling in favor of 
any candidate in this campaign, as all par- 
ties seem to favor the policy of letting 
“tho best man win.”| 

Tho caucuses to-morrow night are of im- 
portance euough to call out alargo number 
of votors, and it is hoped that there will bo 
a full attendance in every ward. The few 
faithful ones will be on hand, of course, 
but the rank and file should coine out 
and show their interest in the campaign. 
We hear a good deal about reform, but re- 
formers who do not attend the primaries 
are uot true to their principles. 

SCHOOL HO X RIF CAUCUSKM 

The suggestion made in tho Graphic 
last week,**tliat separate caucuses be held 
for members of the school board, met with 
great favor, and has attracted much atten- 
tion. 

The old method of elocting one set of 
delegates, who should make all the nomi- 
nations for city officers, including the 
members of the school board, gave the 
women who wished to have some part in 
the nominations absolutely no voice. 
They eould not vote for delegates or attend 
the caucuses with any propriety, as tho 
nomination of members of tlie school 
hoard was held to he the smallest ami least 
important of tho delegate’s duties. Ilis 
views in regard to Mayor and Aldermen 
were held to be much more important than 
his views in regard to the school commit- 
tee, and that only caine in as an after 
thought, when the important work of tli.e 
convention was over. 

With a separate caucus, however, all 
this is changed. Women who are entitled 
to vote can attend, take part in tho election 
of delegates, and have a voice in the notni 
nation of candidates. This would alsc 


PROF. MNrOt.N’A HEATH 

In the death of Prof. Homan Lincoln, 
Newton Ioros one of its best known and 
most, honored citizens, and tho Theological 
Institution a cultured and popular teacher. 
Death came so suddenly that his friends 
had no preparation for the sad news, which 
caused general sorrow among nil who knew 
him. Prof. Lincoln was a man of decided 
convictions, an enthusiastic and sincere 
Republican, and a preacher whom nil heard 
gladly. He was a very clear and forcible 
writer, and his keen and incisive articles in 
the Boston Journal were widely read. Ho 
was an occasional contributor to tho 
Graphic, and had promised an article for 
the enlarged paper noxt week, on Romo of 
the issues of tho present campaign. Few 
citizens of Newton had a wider circle of 
friends, and there aro few who took a 
more active part in life. IUh death leaves 
a vacancy which it will he hard to Hit. 

THE STREET R All, WAV. 

The location for the Newton Streot Rail- 
way hns finally been granted, and tho long 
struggle is ended. Several arguments were 
brought forward on Monday night to force 
immediate action, such as the wish of the 
company to begin work at once, and their 
determination not to begin unless t lie exact 
location asked for was granted them. Tho 
majority of the board evidently thought, 
also, that it was only a question of time 
beforo the company would get just what it 
wanted, and they might as well yield as 
gracefully as possible. 

Alderman Ward’s prediction that tho 
Newton road will in a short time he practi- 
cally only a part of tho West End Circuit 
represents the sentiment of many citizens. 
The West End road will extend to the 
Chestnut Hill reservoir, and it would only 
need a short link through Beacon street to 
connect with the Newton road at Newton 
Centre. Then by way of Walnut and 
Washington street, the Newton road would 
connect with tliM Cambridge road, ami ihe 
circuit is complete. 

“Franklin” in tho Saturday Evening 
Gazette, lias something to say on this sub- 
ject, which is reprinted in another 
column, and also of the great advantage 
such a scheme would bo to the people of 
Newton. 

The building of the Newton road evident- 
ly opens up a whole series of more or less 
delightful possibilities, though it will 
probably be several years before many of 
them are carried out. In any event the 
road will take an important part in helping 
to build up our city, making all parts ac- 
cessible, and bringing in a desirable class 
of lcsidcuts. It may lesson the value of 
property on Beacon street and some other 
narrow streets through which the road will 
pass, and the city may bo compelled to go to 
the expense of widening those streets, but 
tho general public will be the gainer in the 
end, and the average value of adjacent ' 
property will ho greatly increased. i

The Watertown residents of Morse Field 
.ire to have some relief, at last, as at a 
town meeting 011 Monday night, it was 
voted to expend not exceeding $0,000 in tho 
work and a committee was appointed to 
take charge of tho matter. This will ho 
welcome news for those on both sides of 
the line, as it was manifestly out of the 
question for Newton to do anything, unless 
Watertown should cooperate. 

Tho Graphic is entitled to Aome credit 
in the matter as its article commenting on 
the failure of a former town muotiug to 
vote the money was widely read and one of 
the selectmen admitted that the town could 
ju>t afford to let such an argument for an 
nOxation pass. Hence a second meeting* 
was called and the order was passed. 

The district lias suffered so much that it 
will welcome relief, from whatever cause 
it comes, but action was postponed so long 
that it is feared that the residents will have 
to pass another winter, before they will be 
free from having their furnace. fires drowned 
out at every thaw. 

It was fortunate that the Morse fielders 
have such a threat as annexation to hold 
over Watertown, as without it they would 
never have obtained relief, as the result of 
the first meeting proved. The *11,000 re- 
presents Pul a fraction of what the resi- 
dents pay to the town every year in taxes, 
but they are nevertheless very grateful to 
bee even so small a portiou returned to 
them. 


Ihe tax-payers of Boston have held 
meeting to express their indignation at ex- 
cessive over-valuations of property, but 
the reports of the meeting were lamentably 
deficient in facts. The speakers did not 
present instances of sales, for comparison 
with the valuation put upon the property 
by the assessors. In Newton the excess of 
valuation put upon property by the asses- 
sors, over what the property can bo sold 
for, is becoming a painful fact. More 
economy in city expenditures will reii.jve 
the assessors from the necessity of iuc. us- 
ing the valuation every year, in order to 
keep down the tax rate. Judging 1 , 0 m 
tho talk heard on the street and in the c ars, 
this matter will bo one of the issues in the 
city election this fall.

Death of Prof. Homan Lincoln. 

Rev. Dr. Heman Lincoln died at his 
into on Warren street Tuesday evening, 
after a very short illness with pneumonia. 
Ho was in Ids usual health until Friday of 
last week, when he and Professor Brown 
went to Fall River on that day to assist at 
the ordination of a minister, a former 
student of the Newton Theological Institu- 
tion, and Dr. Brown noticed that while he 
was delivering the charge Dr. Lincoln 
labored a little harder than was his custom. 
Phi* real cause is believed to have been a 
cold taken at Bellingham about Ion days 
ago. After his return from Fall River iie 
rapidly grew worse, pneumonia setting m. 
lie was confined to the house from that 
time and sank ranidlv until death came at 
about nine o’clock Tuesday ovening. 

Dr. Lincoln was horn in Boston April 14, 
1821, and was therefore (15 years of age. lie 
was graduated from the Latin School In 
the class of 1881, which included also Dr. 
Charles E. Buckingham, Rev. Dr. Edward 
Everett Hale and Mr. Samuel F. McUleary. 
In the class of 1840, with which lie was 
graduated from Brown University, lie had 
as a classmate Hon. William Gaston, and 
in his graduation from tin* Newton Theolo- 
gical Institution in 1845 his classmates 
included President Brooks, foimerly of 
Kalamazoo College; Dr. S. L. Caldwell, re- 
cently President of Vassal*, and President 
Dodge of Madison University, all eminent 
men. He was ordained in Boston in 
September, 1845, at what is now the 
Clarendon street Baptist Church, lie was 
pastor at Now Britain, Penn., from 1845 to' 
1850; Philadelphia, 1850 to 1858; Jamaica 
"’lain, 1858 to 1850; Central Church at I’ro- 
idenee, 1800 to 1808, since which time he 
had been a Professor at the Newton Theolo- 
gical Institution, occupying the chair of 
Ecclesiastical History, "lie was also an 
oditor of the Christian Chronicle, published 
in Philadelphia, from 1848 to 1858. and of 
tho Watchman and Reflector from 1854 to 
1807. For many years he has been a 
cgular correspondent of the Examiner, 
Now York, a contributor of articles in 
soveral periodicals and a regular correspon- 
dent of the Boston Journal, mainly on 
political topics. He was eminent as a 
preacher in the variety of his themes and 
Che magnetism of his address; was an 
enthusiastic and inspiring teacher, and in 
all respects a sincere and true man. lie 
is a great loss to the theological seminary 
with which he had been connected for so 
many years. He leaves a widow and one 
daughter, Mrs. A. G. Langley of Newport, 
R. I. He has a brother, Prof. John 
Lincoln, who is an eminent writer and 
preacher, and is a Professor at Brown 
University. Another brother is Joshua 
Lincoln, formerly of tho firm of Gould 4: 
Lincoln, Boston, booksellers.

Death of Herbert A. Speare. 

Tho news of the death of Mr. Herbert 
A. Speare, oldest son of Hon. Alden Speare, 
which took place last Friday evening, was 
received with sorrow by many friends and 
relatives. Quite an extended notice of his 
life and character appeared in Zion’s Herald, 
from which tho following is taken: 

He was thirty-live years of age. had been 
for a number of years a partner in business 
w ith his futher, wns happily uinrriod, with 
throe little children brightening his pleas- 
ant home. He was converted in his early 
youth, and has been a faithful and an 
active member of the M. E. Church, as far 
as his health has permitted. For a number 
of years he has been afflicted with a very 

E aiuful chronic trouble, which he has 
orne with marvelous fortitude and pa- 
tience; struggling with the heroism of a 
martyr against its progress; submitting 
repeatedly to the most severe operations, 
aud taking two trips to Europe to avail 
himself of tho best surgical treatment. A 
few days since, in a condition of great 
exhaustion, with ail the possibilities of the 
gravest results before him, by the advice of 
his physician, he submitted himself to a 
still more delicate operation. This proved 
eminently successful, and a good hone was 
awakened that the sullerer would rally 
and recover his strength once more; but 
nature was unable to bear the heavy shock, 
and after a day or two of great weakness, 
perfectly cunsciuus, and amply prepared for 
the event, iu the presence of those he loved 
best on the earth, his ransomed spirit 
passed into the heavens. Never was this 
passage of Scripture more fully realized — 
“tho weary is at rest.” The bereaved 
family received the tenderest sympathy 
from the whole community. The funeral 
was held at the Methodist church on 
Mouday at 1.80 p. m., which was filled with 
the many friends of the deceased. Services 
opened with music by the Ruggles Street 
Quartet, reading of the Scriptures by 
President Wm. F. Warren, L L. D., of Bos- 
ton University, singing by the quartet, 
Mrs. A. R. Dyer presiding at the organ. 
Then followed the eloquent aud apprecia- 
tive addresses by Rev. Bradford K. Peirce, 
D. I)., and Rev. Joel M. Leonard, a former 
pastor, and prayer by Rev. Dr. Win. R. 
Clark. Representatives of the highest 
order of Masons, of which the deceased 
was a member, were present, and at the 
close of the services, formed outside the 
church iu two lines, through which passed 
the fuueral procession. Aiuoug the tloral 
offerings were a large cross of white ruses 
from the Merchant’s Oil Association, a 
closed book of wliito pinks aud violets 
surmounted with arch and crown of myrtle 
from office employes, and the cross and 
crown symbolic of the highest order of 
Masonry, from Dr. Wilson of South Boston, 
his beloved physician, travelling com- 
panion and Masonic brother. The cross 
aud crown were of dark pinks and white 
roses. The following memorial was pre- 
pared by the committee on resolutions, ap- 
pointed by the Methodist Social Union in 
Boston. 

Whereas, on the fourteenth hint, our beloved 
brother, Herbert A. Hpeare, was called through 
incredible suffering borne bv biin witu marvellous 
patience and foititude to exchange hi* earthly for 
ho heavenly home, therefore. 

Resolved, that by this Providence we have been 
bereft of one of our most genuine and esteemed 
members. His uusulliod life fioui childhood up to 
mature manhood, his artless simplicity, his trans- 
parent integrity, his high sense of honor, his warm

— President Augell of the Mass. Society 
for the prevention of cruelty t;» animals, 
addressed the children of* the Bigelow 
school, on Thursday morning. 3Ir. 
Augell has made the humane work his 
life’s business and lias devoted time niul 
money to it. receiving for it no money in 
return. Five years ago this society 
founded the first Band of Mercy. Now 
there are 5.700 branches and about 4oo.- 
000 members, indicating a remarkable 
growth. This is a subject in which the 
philanthropic should take a greater 
interest and to which more aid should 
be given. It prevents much suffering 
among the dumb animals and inculcates 
in a child a kindly spirit. Mr. Augell 
has a pleasant maimer and the children 
much enjoyed his talk. He spoke of 
the use and abuse of the check rein: of 
kindly consideration for dog*, cats ami 
birds; of the advantages of killing fish 
and frogs when first caught: and of the 
influence each one can exercise for the 
good of the dumb creation. 

— Rev. Mr. Nichols sermon last Sunday 
morning at the Methodist church, oil 
the teaching of Faith, was an eloquent 
and earnest presentation of the power of 
faith when coupled with works to having 
just the needed blessing so a* to enable 
one to hear the Master say. "Thy faith 
hath made thee whole.” in the evening 
Rev. Mr. Newhall of A ubundale. preach- 
ed the second iu the course on "The 
Christian Church,” his theme being, 
“What h;is the church done?” Taking 
his stand with the Christian church when 
first established he traced it* progrccs 
through the ages, showing how. though 
sometimes repulsed it was never defeated 
till now it stands everywhere acknow- 
ledged by friend and foe alike a* tlu- 
exponent of all that is good and grand 
iu our present civilization.

Rev, Pleasant limiter at Eliot Church. 

Rev. Pleasant Hunter « ecupied the 
Eliot pulpit last Sunday morning and 
delivered a foieihle sermon. The speaker 
chose for his text .1 lines *>- 1 fi. 

There is. he said, a striking similarity 
in the opening chapters of the new and 
old Testaments: one tells of a spiritual 
wonder, and the other of a physical 
wonder. But the wonderful thing about, 
the word is not that it tells of an all 
Powerful Divinity hut that it tells of men 
and women, weak yet strong. Man lias 
a greater power than that which comes 
from genius, learning or wealth — tho 
power of prayer. Bet us consider why 
so many do not make yse of this power. 
Skeptics say that either God is not the 
perfect, unchangahle being we believe 
Him to be, or prayer! has no power to 
change Him. 

God is not deterred from blessing us 
because He docs not know our wants or 
floes not desire to satisfy them but 
because there are obstacles in the way 
which prayer alone can remove and 
render the granting consistent. For 
example let us suppose we ride from 
Springfield to Boston on a newly sched- 
uled train; it stops at Worcester and 
Mouth Framingham. Next week we 
I ride on the same train and find it makes 
an extra stop: we ask the conductor if 
the schedule has not been changed and 
! he replies that the extra stop was at a 
flag station where the President’s son 
has a summer residence. There lias 
been no change iu the table but simply 
a further showing of the plan. So in the 
spiritual world — we are the President’s 
sons and prayer is our flag station. 

If I have an inflamed eye and go into 
the sun light the first impulse is to 
shield my eye; the next day when the in- 
flammation has disappeared, my eye is 
not pained by the light of day — no change 
has taken place in the sun but in the eye. 
The change does # not occur in the 
Infinite but in us. Hatred to sin is as 
much an attribute of God as omnipotence 
and as such existed before the world and 
man were created. 

But it may be said — “I believe in the 
power of prayer to benefit my own soul 
but how can my prayers bring blessings 
to another’s soul?” When the answering 
of our prayers for the conversion of 
another becomes essential to our spirit- 
ual upbuilding God can consistently send 
the Holy Spirit when he could not have 
done so otherwise. 

The immobility of law is urged as a 
reason against the power of prayer. But 
those who do so forget that there may be 
j a higher law which over-comes the visi- 
ble law and not a change in this law. 

For instance, the over-coming of the 
force of gravitation by the powerof a 
magnet or the evaporation of water des- 
pite gravitation. If this effect of a 
higher law is true in two cases why not 
in a thousand? Why may not the 
general plan or law of creation overcome 
i the subordinate laws made to carry it 
out? 

The “goodness of G<*d” is a favorite 
weapon of those who do not believe iu 
prayer. But this argument may he 
carried to absurdity and we all say that 
there is no want and sin because God is 
1 good. 

In addition to these negative argu- 
ments are positive ones, among them, 
the universal impulse to pray which 
exists in all men. Because men do not 
pray is no reason to believe that the 
natural impulse does not exist: for 
example, men who never pray ami do 
not know how to pray, have in times of 
great danger fallen on their knees and 
called on God for help. In the physical 
world where there is a want, God has 
given a corresponding satisfaction and 
the former is reason for the existing of 
the latter, not vice versa. Man was not 
given the desire to drink water because 
the water exists but the water was 
created because when man came there 
would exist a want tor it to satisfy. God 
doles not deceive the young raven or the 
lamb which lias an instinct when in 
trouble or want to cry out: why should 
lie deceive an immortal soul? Who lie

Uni lie was not only the loving, devoted 
hu->j.itid. tile wise. care-tuKiug fat.uer, 
the reliiiule and affection ite brother, he 
was a man oi the people, enthusiastic 
tor the nest welfare of the people, ami 
widely known and highly esteemed by 
tlie people. S * that as representatives 
or i lie people wit li whom he xvas a-ssoc.- 
ated and with whom his life had been so 
long identified, it is fitting that we in I 
this punHc manner shoitio express our ! 
syin,*itny with tnose iu *>t painfully be- 
reaved ami give expression to toe pujite 
loss. 

The suddenness of liis departure is 
probably t ie most pervasive thought in I 
our minds. We did not mink that Dr. ! 
Lincoln could die. A frame of unusual , 
muscu.ar lime, a body which scareely j 
ever knew siekuess. a nerve winch never 
knew weariness, a step so bouudiug and 
buoyant, a mind so healthy and el istic; 
who ever dreamed that si feiv liours oi 
pain would bring the last pulse-beat and 
compel us to say, “He is gone?” II id he 
left us suddenly, by some accident during 
liis journeys, we should have deemed 
his departure a common one; but to die 
“in full strength,” the news of one hour 
that lie is slightly ill, and tlie news of a 
few hours later that his spirit has as- 
cended, startles us and alarms ns. We 
cry, “Can it be?” "Can it be?” Yes! it is!

It falls to me to speak of Dr Lincoln as a 
preacher and teacher. Let me first 
sketch iu few words the main facts of his 
life. He was born in Boston, April 14. 
1821. He graduated from the Latin 
School with the class of fill, from Brown 
University with the class of '40 .and from 
the Newton Theological Institution with 
the class of ’45. He was ordained iu 
Boston by wliat is now known as the 
Clarendon street Baptist church. Sept. 
21, 1845, and was subsequently pastor in 
New Britiau, Penn., Philadelphia, Jamaica 
Plain, Mass., and Central Providence. K. 
I. He came to Newton in 1808, where as 
professor of Ecclesiastical History and 
for live years professor of Homiletics and 
Pastoral Duties, he continued in the 
service of the institution until God 
called him up higher. His public life 
spans a period of 42 years, and is quite 
evenly divided between the work of a 
preacher and teacher, but he was before 
the public chiefly as a preacher, and liis 
years of teaching were years of preach- 
ing. He loved to pleach; it was a great 
sacrifice to him not to preach. He never 
wearied in preaching or by preaching. 
However severe the toils of the class- 
xoom during the week, the Sunday 
morning often found him hundreds of 
miles away as fresh ami bright for the 
call of the pulpit, as if he were leaving 
the quietness and rest of home. He 
seemed always ready, always prepared. 
In the history of the institution no teach- 
er was ever called so frequently to sup- 
ply the pulpits of churches, far and near, 
and no oue so often preached at the or- 
dinatiou of young men for the ministry. 
To preach was as natural and as neces- 
sary for him as to breathe. And there is 
nothiug surprising, perhaps, that his love 
for preaching was responded to by the 
demands for his services, for he w as emi- 
nently au attractive preacher, liis man- 
ner was attractive. Rejecting the manu- 
script, liis gifted and well-trained memo- 
ry enabled him to say what lie had pre- 
viously careiully and elaborately pre- 
pared with such perfect freedom, and 
often with such perfect abandon, lie 
seemed to be uttering liis thoughts with 
the spontaneity of the moment. There 
was memorizing, and yet little appear- 
ance of a slavish memorizing, so accu 
lately ami almost uncoiiciously to him 
self did lie reproduce what he had pre- 
pared. 1 have heard him preach the 
same sermon on soveial occasions, and 
was unable to detect a change in a sin- 
gle sentence or in tlie wording of a sin- 
gle sentence. His trained memory sel- 
dom if ever failed him, ami liis freedom 
of manner wou ami retained tlie attcii- 
te nt ion of his hearers. 

His manner also was animated. The 
sermon was iu him and must out. The 
sermon for the time being was himself— 
the whole of liiuisell. Us thoughts 


r»f his early preaching became 
vehemence in liis later pleaching, and 
his hearers knew and felt that his soul 
was on lire with the thoughts he was ut- 
tering. Sometimes they would say with 
l'estus, “Paul, thou art mad; thy much 
le li ning doth turn thee to madness.” 
But he would say with Paul. “I am not 
m id, most excellent Festus, hut speak 
forth words of truth and soberness." 

Ilis style in presenting, liis thoughts 
w as likew ise attractive. It was smooth, 
clear, flowing, variable ami eminently 
pure. Not a long sentence, not an ob- 
scure sentence. It was draw'll from the 
“well of English undetyled.” It lacked 
ruggedness, pci h ips, it was not crispy, 
it was too evenly balanced to keep attent 
the sluggish ear; hut in his l iter preach- 
ing he overcame the measured and at- 
tractive form of his other literary work, 
which had naturally characterized his 
sermons, and became more terse and 
sententious. 

His method of sermonizing was also 
attractive. With a brief explanation of 
his text he announced his theme, and by 
a natural, orderly and climacteric ar- 
rangement, the course of Ihm thought, 
was easily followed by oue and all, from 
the beginning to the close. Without an- 
nouncing the heads of his discourse nu- 
merically. there were always catch- words 
ami phrases to which the mind's lingers 
could easily cling, and by which the lead- 
ing thoughts were easily remembered. 
Eveiy point made was made the clearer 
by the affluence of his illusti atioiis, his 
broad reading enabling him to draw from 
all possible sources, "tilings in heaven, 
and things on « a* th, and things under 
the earth.” History, biography, poetrv. 
science, the secular and the Christian 
nlike were ready to his call and were 
skillfully used to adorn or emphasize the 
thought he would enforce. The less ed- 
ucated may have been sometimes dazed 
at tlie abundance of his learning, hut 
the best educated were charmed with 
the aptness of his explanations, and 
both alike were profiled by the cl* aruess 
with which the truth was unfolded. 

In the specialty ol his themes he was 
also an attractive preacher. While tena- 
ciously walking in the "old paths” and 
earnestly defending the truth in Jesus, 
from his position as a teacher his preach- 
ing at least in liis later years took most 
generally the form of the defensive. He 
felt called upon to defend Christianity 
from the current attacks of its enemieo. 
Always as a pastor, seeking variety and 
fulness iu his themes, so that he might 
feed each one of liis (lock, these later 
efforts attracted the people by what 
might lie properly termed novelty They 
knew that lie would have something new 
and I resli to say, something aside from 
the usual topics of the pulpit, something 
that might help them in their own men- 
tal diliieuities ami w hich might aid them 
iu removing the difficulties oi others. 1 
need not say that their expectations 
were gratified. 

But Dr. Lincoln as a preacher was nor. 
attractive simply because of his manner.

Of wliat he has tin re 
learned without, effort, in the light oi a 
clearer day than ours, wo have m* Distinct 
conception, nut wc are permitted to look 
back over ids course among men and 
consider the work be accomplished. 

Kefcreuee lias been made in fitting 
words to liis career as a preacher and as 
a teacher. But he was distinguished for 
versatility and diligence. liis energy 
poured itself into the world through 
many channels. His pell was that of a 
ready writer. None of bis associates 
cntild compote with him in rapidity of 
composition. And though lie did not 
g’ v« himselt to authorship in the stricter 
sense, his contributions to important 
reviews and to the weekly religious press 
would, if brought together in the B*nn 
of books, till the shelves of a small 
library. His solicitude about current 
events, whether religious, moral, or civil, 
was also deep, and therefore lie some- 
times resorted to the daily papers for t lie 
expression of his views respecting ihem. 
Some of his writing on multifarious 
topics must iu the nature of the case bo 
ephemeal. it was meant for the pass- 
ing hour. But it was not produced 
without toil, nor was it tlie expression 
of a momentary impulse. In it weic the 
convictions of one who had read and 
remembered much, who had diligently 
ooserved the phenomena of human li : e 
iu niauiiold relations, who huo sought 
to penetrate the meaning of its conflicts 
and changes, and who fell a keen desire 
for the progress of mankind in everything 
true ami good. Decided and outspoken, 
he doubtless sometimes offended those 
whose opinions differed from Ills own, 
but I have no reason to believe t hat he 
was ever moved by personal animosity 
to hi - occasionally pungent criticism of 
the course pursued oy public men. The 
tremendous crisis through which our 
nation passed more than twenty-five 
years ago, burned into the souls of 
Christian miuisteis a conviction ot their 
duty to tlie State winch many ol them 
bad not felt betoie, and since that i poch 
they have given inoie attention to the 
practical working ot our tree government. 
Without doubt the agony of that crisis, 
as well as the natural activity of his 
mind, may help to explain the profound 
interest which Dr. Lincoln manifested 
in political tnovepiutits. 

Bui, after all, these engaged his atten- 
tion but a small part of the time, and it 
is only just to say that liis concern about 
civil law an. I political integrity was due 
iu a gnat measure to his regard for 
Christian truth and freedom. Niue 
tenths of all that he wrote for the press 
was distinctly religious, and no one 
emphasized none constantly than lie 
the sole efficacy of Chi istian principles 
o save a people from ruin. 

Few men with so l road an outlook nre 
so hopeful as was he.

from familiar intercourse and from re- 
marks made by the students. Dr. Lin- 
coln has been connected with tlie Institu- 
tion nearly twenty years. His chair has 
been the chair of Church History, though 
for some five years he occupied the chair 
of Homiletics and I Pastoral Duties, 
lie brought to liis work the rich experi- 
ence of several successful pastorates, and 
be has wrought out liis work here with 
the special needs of pastors constantly in 
view. He has not sought so much to 
make scholars as to make men; men who 
were soon to experience the bustle and 
battle of practical life; men who would 
he called upon to defend themselves as 
to xx hat they preached and as to lioxv 
they preached. A toilsome student 
himself, a mind which gripped the sali- 
ent points of iiis topics, and tilicitouly il- 
lustrated them with great wealth of learn- 
ing, the student ranged with him over 
the history of tlie church, gathering up 
the most important facts and principles, 
and making himself familiar with the 
bearing of those facts upon the life of 
the church ot the present day. That lie 
did this work incisively, comprehensive- 
ly and interestingly is the testimony of 
one and all. Any man who could make 
Hageubach’s “History of Doctrines” en- 
durable and enjoyable is worthy of a 
crown. Dr. Lincoln did it. In all liis 
teaching, though while using a text- 
book, tlie work of tlie students was labo- 
rious and his demands exacting/ those 
who wrought with him felt the magnet- 
ism of his example and the inspiration 
xf his instructions. in later years he 
used his own outlines and gave freer 
scope to the range of his teachings. To 
teach as to preach was to put 
his own personality, his thoughts and 
their ground-work into men, and there 
are scores of his diciples scattered all 
over the world who will say at the news 
of liis death, “How is the strong staff 
broken, the beautiful rod.” 

But 1 must not linger longer on these 
characteristics. He xxas preacher and 
he was teacher, but he was more, he 
was a Christian, the highest type of 
man. Geuial, hearty, considerate, hope- 
ful, though an historian, as free from pes- 
simism as light from darkness, the step, 
the voice, the animated bearing— all wo 
remember him by, was permeated with 
the Christian element, love to God and 
lave to man. It was for this element liis 
students loved him and confided in him, 
bis colleagues enjoyed him and appreci- 
ated him. and tlie churches lie served es- 
teemed him and honored him.

As I look back over tlie nineteen years 
of Ft of. Lincoln’s file in New ton On Ire. 
nothing impresses me more than his in- 
dustry and courage. From early dawn 
till lute at night, from the garden to tlie 
market, from tlie study to tho lecture- 
room. from tlie pulpit to the chapel, 
from the examination of manuscripts to 
tho ciiticism of books, from works on 
natural science to annals of f'hrislitui 
life, from ordaining councils to meetings 
of tlie board of Fellows, from a political 
caucus to the preparation of a sermon, 
he hastened with resolute purpose and 
rapid step, afraid of no toil, disconcerted 
by no emergency, crusticd by no sorrow, 
iiis motto seems to have been, “work 
while it is day, for night cometli when 
no mint shall work.” 

I will not say, that nigiit has come, 
but rather, that liis work on earth is 
finished. Henceforth action xxiil be 
restful and life sweet. “Blessed are the 
dead who die in the Lord, for they rest 
from their labors and their works lollow 
them.” I have said that we have at 
best only a dim conception of the life to 
come. Tbe gates arc not “wide open,” 
as an imaginative writer has said; in 
many respects they are not «ven “ajar.” 
As to the modes of action and tlie media 
of intercourse in the world ol spirits, we 
must be couteiit while here to *ee through 
a glass, darkly, and therefore it is safe 
believe that great surprise! await the 
soul when the seen vanishes and the 
unseen stands lull ill view. Bit xxe know 
that our present life is one of conflict 
witli evil, that we must wrestle, not only 
with flesh and blood, but also with 
principalities and powers and spirits of 
wickedness ill high places, and we are 
taught that beyond the veil there remain- 
etli a sabbath rest for the people uf God; 
a rest from care, from sin, from im- 
perfect achievement, front all that 
renders living wearisome or tomorrow a 
doubtful good. Into that rest, which is 
not literally sleep, without consciousness, 
or disturbed by dreams, but rather the 
activity of inexhaustible strength and 
peace, our brother and companion has 
entered, as we trust, uud is now forever 
with the Lord.

The Graphic is printed this week on a 
new Babcock press, which has all the 
modern improvements, and is capable of 
doing as fast and as good work as any 
machine of the kind. During the past 
year we have spent hours in listening to 
agents of the leading printing press man- 
ufacturers. and have acquired a great 
deal of more or less practical informa- 
tion. The result was that the Babcock 
seemed to be the most desirable machine, 
and the hearty endorsement this make 
of presses have received from all who 
have used them for any length of time is 
a sufficient guarantee that they will wear 
well. The better they are known the 
more they are liked, seems to be the 
general verdict. 

The Graphic’s press is the largest one 
in this city or vicinity, and in spite of 
the increased size of the paper, there is 
yet room for further enlargement as the 
business increases. 

The old press which has been discard- 
ed and is now on its way west to grow 
up with the country, has served the 
Graphic since its foundation, and was 
one of the oldest machines in this part 
of the country. It was so old that it had 
become something of a curiosity. It 
sufficed when the circulation of the pa- 
per was small, but when it increased so 
that a half day was uetessary to print off 
the edition, it was apparent that a faster 
press was a necessity, and one that could 
print at least 1,600 papers an hour.

DRUNKENNESS ON LATE TRAINS. 


The frequency of distqrbance on the 
late trains by- intoxicated persons, 
especially on Saturday evenings, has 
grown to be a serious annoyance to all 
decent people, who. have occasion 10 use 
those trains, and it is time an effort were 
made by the railroad companies to stop 
it. The company has ample legal 
authority and power to exclude from the 
trains all persons whose condition is such 
as to render it probable that they will 
create a disturbance or be an annoyance 
to other passengers, whether they have a 
ticket or not, and a careful watch should 
be kept at the gates to see that no such 
person passes through them. This pre- 
caution would be better for the company 
and less of an interruption to its business 
than to stop the traiu to eject a drunken 
nuisance, as is often done, and it is the 
right of respectable passengers to insist 
that they shall not be subjected to such 
scenes. We think that if the matter is 
pressed by the citizens of Newton the 
Boston A Albany Railroad company 
>vould be witting to take the necessary 
measures to keep intoxicated persons 
out of the cars, and this would put a' 
stop to the practice of regular visits to 
the city for the purpose of getting in- 
toxicated, by people who know* that if 
they are able to get aboard of the cars 
the company will carry them out and 
dump them on their station platforms. 
Let us insist on an end to this nuisance. 


THE COTTAGE HOSPITAL’S NEEDS. 


The result of a visit to the Cottage 
Hospital is told in another column, and 
the pressing need of a new ward shown. 
One of the patients, la womau of full 
stature, has to lie in a child’s bed, for 
lack of better accommodations. As the 
new ward would cost only 8ft,0U0,it would 
seem, as though that sum might bo easily 
raised in such a city as Newton,’ where 
thousands are given away, to outside 
charities. 

Charity should begin at home and our 
first duly is to the poor and the sick of 
our own city. With the continued 
growth of the work done at the Cottage 
Hospital, the day is not far distant when 
patients cannot be accommodated. With 
*5,000, the women’s ward could bo built, 
and it would not be necessary to put 
grown people into the children’s beds. 
The matter should he carefully consid- 
ered by charitable people, and steps 
taken at oucc to provide this sum. 

There is no question but that the 
Hospital is urgently needed here, ami 
that it is doing a necessary Slid impor- 
tant work. The can; of the sick and the 
suffering is a duty, w hich iu this age of 
the world can not be neglected by any 
community, and if the attention of New- 
ton people is once properly called to the 
matter there would be a prompt response. 


A fund might he started and subscrip- 
tions invited by some hank or individual, 
who would acknowledge the gilts as 
they were received. 

MR. tl VSKELL RETIRES. 

In Thursday’s Boston Herald Mr. E. B. 
Haskell announced his retirement from 
that paper, after 2S years of experience, 
and hereafter Messrs. R. M. Pulsifer and 
C. II. Andrews will he sole proprietor?, 
Mr. Haskell retires for the sake of hav- 
ing leisure for study and travel, and it 
is pleasant to note that the hearty good 
feeling which has always existed between 
the proprietors of the Herald is not dis- 
turbed in the least, and that the friend- 
ship cemented by such a long associa- 
tion is not broken. The public will learn 
of Mr. Haskell’s retirement with regret, 
as I10 has aided to give the Herald its 
individuality and to make it what it is to- 
day. one of the leading newspapers in 
the world. Mr. Haskell has sfcen the 
paper grow from small beginnings to its 
present prosperity and' influence, and it 
has reached that point where the pre- 
sence or absence of any particular editor 
will hardly he noticed by the general 
public, although careful readers will miss 
Mr. Haskell’s strong and suggestive 
editorials. Since the present proprietors 
took charge the Herald has grown in 
public esteem even more than it has in a 
material way, until now there are few 
business men who feel that they can 
afford to do without it. and it is also a 
necessity to the general reader. Mr. 
Haskell’s friends in this city will wish 
him many years of good health to enjoy 
his well-earned leisure. 


THE REPRESENTATIVES. 


The Republicans of Newton were 
unanimous in their choice of representa- 
tives. and next year the city will be rep- 
resented by Messrs. Walworth and Slo- 
cum. 

There was no kind of a c infest in the 
convention, and the speech of ex-Alder- 
man Powers in seconding Mr. Slocum’s 
nomination, was a very graceful and ef- 
fective one. 

The Democrats nominated Frank Fan- 
ning and Col. Francis J. Parker at their 
caucus, but as one of the attendants said, 
they had not the slighest hope of elect- 
ing them. 

The campaign has so far • been unusu- 
ally quiet in Newton, but next Monday 
evening an effort will lie made to arouse 
some enthusiasm by a rally in City Hall, 
with Lt. Gov. Brackett, and Rev. E. II. 
Capen, D. D., of Tufts College as the 
speakers. 

Another rally will bejheld on Friday 
evening at the same place, wliou Hon. 
Henry B. Metcalf of Rhode Island, and 
others will bo the speakors. 

The Graphic celebrates the beginning 
of its Sixteenth year by appearing in an 
etilarged form, some ten columns having 
been added, and it is printed on a new 
Babcock press. 

It is hoped that the change will be ap- 
preciated by our readers, and by anoth- 
er week we expect to have everything in 
perfect order, and to improve greatly 
upon the appearance of the paper. 

To-morrow is -the last day for registra- 
tion, and City Hall will bo open from 9 
a. m. to 12 in., and from 8 to 5 and 7 to 
10 p, ra., for voters whose names are not 
on the list, to appear before the regis- 
trars. 

Economy Needed in City Affairs. 

Editor of Newton Guaimiio: 

The steady increase both in the rate of 
taxation and of assessors’ valuations in 
the Newtons call for earnest considera- 
tion, as It is certain that unless a halt is 
called a good many ivho now live here 
ivill he compelled to seek homes else- 
where, for whether a person owns or 
hires a home ho must, directly or in- 
directly pay the taxes on it, and if out of 
a limited, or fixed, income, as is the 
case iu most instances, any increase in 
taxation must he followed by retrench- 
ment in other ways, as there is generally 
no surplus or savings to take it out of. 

Those who are responsible for the 
present high rate of taxation say there 
are exceptional reasons for it, Hoods, 
addition to library, new school-houses, 
etc. 

Opening up new streets and roads, and 
the care of them, necessarily eats up a 
good share of the expenditures, but it 
M ould seem as if the steadily increasing 
number of houses, and consequent in- 
creased total value of real estate should 
afford revenue enough to take care of 
that matter and others. Anyway: 1 
think it inevitable that unless a May is 
found of keeping down the rate of taxa- 
tion below what it is today, people with 
moderate means must migrate; 1 mean 
the class m’Iio cannot afford to live in 
homes valued at over £7.000, wlio must 
leave the Newtons in the possession of 
the few with long purses who can pay 
out an extra hundred dollars or so for 
rent or taxes without feeling it iu such a 
way as compels a retrenchment in living 
expenses or iu other unpleasant M ays.

A very beautiful plan has been intro- 
duced by a committee of ladies for secur- 
ing funds for the Hospital.

SCHOOL BOARD MEETING. 

AlUll'ANT REN VOX ELECTED DRILL MAS- 
TER— ESTIMATE* FOlt 1S$$. 

The School Board held its regular 
meeting Wednesday evening. Mayor 
Kimball in the chair and Superintendent 
Emerson at the secretary’s desk: Miss | 
Sinead, Messrs. Stone, Converse. Coffin, 
Putney and Dickinson were absent. 

Tho reading of t no records was dis- 
pens'd with, and a communication from 
the City Council was read, announcing 
tho addition of *2337 to tho general 
school fund as the proceeds of the dog- 
tax. On recommendation of the High 
School Committee, Adjutant Benyou 
was appointed Military Instructor, on 
probation. Tho Superintendent’s report 
was next made and considered. It 
recommended that Wells' text hooks on 
Geometry and Algebra he used in the 
classes reviewing these studies in prepa- 
ration for tho Institute of Technology 
and for college; that Brook’s Primer of 
English Literature ho adopted in the 
classes preparing for the Institute; that 
Oof Worthington’s Physical Lahratory 
and Trowbridge's Xew Physics he pur- 
chased, to he used as reference hooks in 
preparation for Harvard, as required in 
the University catalog. These matters 
were referred to the Committee on text 
hooks. It was further recommended 
that the apparatus necessary for the per- 
formance of the forty experiments, which 
the hoard had ordered, he purchased. 
On motion of Mr. Ames $300 was appro- 
priated for the purchase of the appara- 
tus. It was further recommended that 
the drill take place in Armory Hall, the 
last hour on Mondays and Wednesdays, 
there being no doubt that tho state 
authorities would grant the necessary 
permission, the regimental assent having 
already been obtained; that the military 
instructor have the appointment of the 
battalion officers, subject to tho approval 
of the Head Master, no one now having 
the authority of appointment; that the 
hoard, having given the High School 
Chorus and Lyceum the use of a room in 
the building, should decide who should lie 
admitted, and make some provision for a 
responsible person being present. These 
recommendations were referred to the 
High School committee, with power to 
act in regard to the rooms. 

The report of the text hook commit- 
tee in favor of adopting the hooks asked 
for at the last meeting was adopted.

This estimate was based on the present 
force, and allowed some elasticity in ap- 
propriations. Mr. Barton thought 
enough should he asked for to allow for 
any changes found necessary, as for in- 
stance extra instruction in the High 
School, to meet the increasing require- 
ments for entrance to Smith College, and 
the Institute of Technology. Mr. Ames 
said the estimate was as close a one ns 
possible, hut did not include the dog 
tax, which would be about $2000 extra. 
Mr. Emerson thought that the City Coun- 
cil would probably deduct the $2000 dog 
tax from the amount requested. If, re- 
marked Mayor Kimball, all the appropri- 
ations asked for hy the different depart- 
ments he voted, the tax rate will have to 
be raised to more than $10.00. 

Report was accented, aud ordered sent 
to the City Council, hut was later recon- 
sidered and the Evening School estimate 
raised $250 to $800, and the incidental 
estimates reducteil by a like amount. 

The report of the committee on Even- 
ing Schools was presented and approved. 
It had been found necessary to open a 
school for men and hoys in the Jackson 
School, and one for women and girls in 
the Bigelow School, as the Eliot School 
was nrtt in proper condition for it. a 
larger appropriation was also asked. Mr. 
Barton wanted to know why it 'was 
necessary to have a school for women 
and girls, hut admitted that he had never 
been at the school. Dr. Shinn said half 
of the pupils were women and girls, and 
this seemed the best possible arrange- 
ment. 

NEW BUSINESS. 

A petition from a number of the 
Class of 1886 was presented, requesting 
tlnit tiie chair presented hy them, 
nominally to the First Class room, hut 
really to Mr. Cutler, he given to him for 
his own use. Granted. Several mem- 
bers hoped that iu tiie future tiie rule 
forbidding presents to teachers should 
not be do'lged. 

The petition of the High School Chorus 
that they ho allowed the use of a room 
iu the 1 1 igli School, and an nupro|iriation 
to help pay expenses of rehearsals was 
received and referred to High school 
Committee, with power to aet about the 
room. 

Three propositions were received from 
S. G. Greenwood for the establishment 
of a stenograph! cul school in the city, 
aiul giving a number of refereuces. 
Proposition 1, for tiie city to guarantee 
him $200 a month for two lessons a week, 
forty lessons, and the pupils might pay 
$0.oi i apiece. 2nd, guarantee $15o,|Moviue(l 
pupils purchase a certain uniount of 
the materials. 3td, the free use of a 
room in a building. The general feeling 
of the hoardeeiused favorable to some 
plan, and the communication was re- 
lerreil to Evening School Committee. 

The truant officer’s report was received 
and accepted. One hoy, Win. Brumby, 
had played truant 12 times, and had been 
up for stealing. There were several 
other cases. 

The petitions of several members of 
the High School to he excused early were 
referred to High School Committee with 
power to act. 

Mr. Saw in of the Bigelow School de- 
sired the appointment of the janitor ;is a 
special officer to keep the hoys from 
troubling neighbors. This led tp a 
general iliscussion from which no definite 
action came. The hoard then ad- 
journed.

The Now England Helping Hand. 

The Now England Helping Hand So- 
ciety will open a sale of useful and fancy 
articles and a market at Horticultural 
Hall in Boston, Oct. 31, to continue 
through tho week. Tho object of thiR 
fair is to raiso funds for the establish- 
ment of the fit st, of what it is hoped 
will he, a senes of homes for young 
wage working girls. Tho various classes 
of poorer unfortunate in our commun- 
ity. have nearly all had a share of pub- 
lic beneficence. As yet, however, there 
has been no distinctive organization 
whoso object 1ms been to supply the 
wants of young wage working girls in 
our cities and manufacturing towns. 

Many of these aro obliged to make homes 
for themselves, and the small salaries 
they are able to earn mako the problem 
of living ono which would puzzle the 
wisest. 

These homes nro to ho shelters for w age 
working girls, from the little child, to 
every girl who needs home, counsel, 
direction and assistance. 

From these homes it is hoped and 
intended that influences shall go out 
which shall elevate and educate tho 
large class that has thus far been left 
out of the reach of all, hut privato and 
personal enterprise. Knowing that a true 
charity assists tho otherwise helpless, to 
help themselves, tho inmates of the 
home will pay all they can afford, for its 
privileges, leaving a margin for tho 
supply of real personal needs. When 
enough is not earned to do this, efforts 
will be made hy the society to supply 
the lack, hy securing better positions, 
or in some way assisting to better condi- 
tions. Volumes would he inadequate to 
indicate all the work there is to ho done. 

Years of toil, oceans of common sense, 
seas of practical wisdom and no end of 
personal sacrifice will ho necessary to 
carry into effect all that even now pre- 
sents itself as not only possible, hut 
essential, in raising the standard of 
physicial, moral and spiritual develop- 
ment, among our wage working girls, to 
the altitude which will fit them to 
become as useful to themselves, to their 
employers, and to the world as they 
may he and ought to be. 

We desire to lay the axe at tho root, 
not only of the “social evil” hut of ail 
other evils, so far as our influence can 
reach, by beginning with the young— 
the younger tho better, thus saving timo 
hy having less to undo. We ask tho 
active sympathy, the practical assistance 
of all who love their kind. 

This is a new organization, and we 
cannot therefore point to the past, our 
record as yet is only the aspiration, the 
hope, the determination to rescue from 
ignorance and temptation as many of 
our little sisters as come within our 
reach. 

The proceeds from the fair aud market 
are to put us in funds to commence our 
active work. Will you patronize our 
market, in which everything will he 
found to fill your larder, or grace your 
table. Will you supply yourselves with 
useful and fancy articles for the coming 
holiday season, from the well filled 
i tables in the upper hall, and so aid in 
' putting this society iu funds for tho 
winter campaign. 

The location of the first home is not 
yet definitely settled. When it is, an- 
nouncement will he made, aud then, any 
and everything useful in such a place 
will bo gratefully received, and! duly 
acknowledged.
